The Raleigh Seizes the Dauntless and 
Her Tender, the Mabey. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Oct. 21.—Off New-

MAN SHATTERED BY A BOMB 





HAMLIN J. ANDRUS KILLED IN 
HIS PRIVATE OFFICE. 





Secretary of Arlington Chemical 
Works, Yonkers, Walked into the 
Room After Cheerily Greeting His 
Son—In a Few Minutes His Man- 
gled Body Was Found—Police 
Mystified—Bomb May Have Been 
Meant for His Brother. 


YONKERS, Oct, 21.—Hamlin J. Andrus, 
secretary of the Arlington Chemical Works, 
was killed at about 8:30 this morning by 
a mysterious explosion in his private office 
at 68 Palisade Avenue. He was alone in 
his office at the time of the explosion. 


The family of the dead man express no 
doubt that he was foully assassinated, and 
many others share this view. The police and 
the Coroner, who have been investigating 
the matter all day, were at first inclined 
to give credence to this theory. But 
through discoveries made by them late this 
afternoon they claim to be satisfied that 
Mr. Andrus was killed while experimenting 
with a bomb. The family, however, attach 
no importarce to this claim. 

Mr. Andrus was a well-known and wealthy 
resident of Yonkers. With his wife, son 
and three daughters, he occupied a beauti- 
ful residence at 68 Hawthorne Avenue, the 
most aristocratic portion of the city. He 
was forty-two years old, and as far as 
-known had no enemies. His brother, John 
E. Andrus, who is reputed to be worth 
several million dollars, is president of the 
Arlington Chemical Company, which man- 
ufacturers peptonized foods. 

Usually, Mr. Audrus, the secretary, rode 
co his office on a bicycle, accompanied by his 
son, Hiram, twenty-two years old. He did 
not ride his wheel this morning, but walked. 
His son rode, as usual, and as he passed his 
father on the avenue, he shouted: 

“T’ll beat you this morning, father!’ 

Where the Explosion Occurred. 


The office where the explosion occurred 
is in a small, one-story brick building, 


- 


adjoining the factory building, which 
is two and a half stories high, The 
private office used by Mr. Andrus is 


about 20 by 15 feet in size, with windows on 
three sides. A large safe is in one end, and 
the shelf, or desk, used by Mr. Andrus was 
‘fastened under the window looking into the 
street, high enough for him to stand at it. 
Under it was a small box, about two feet 


long, on which he usually rested his left 
foot. The police claim the bomb was in this 
box. 


Entrance from the street is through the 
main office. Another door leads from the 
main office into the shipping room, which 
is 200 feet long and 40 feet wide. The 
workrooms are over the -shipping room, 
There are forty men and several women 
employed in the factory. 

Mr. Hiram Andrus arrived at the build- 
ing about 8 o’clock. He says he went into 
his father’s office, opened the largest of 
the three safes, took out the books, and 
then busied himself looking through the 
mail. He noticed nothing unusual. When 
he had assorted the mail he walked out to 
the main office and stood near the door 
talking with an employe until his father ar- 
rived. His father : gave him a pleasant 
greeting and passed into the private office. 


The Explosion, 


As the elder Andrus disappeared within 
his office his son went into the shipping 
department. He says he had just reached 
the other end of the room in about two 
minutes of time, when he was shocked by 
a muffled explosion. As he turned he was 
greeted by a dense volume of yellow smoke 
which poured from the office door. Others 
came running from the factory, and as soon 
as possible they made their way into the 
private office. 

All the windows and many of the furnish- 
ings in the office were shattered. Near the 
big safe and almost under the high shelf, 
upon which Mr. Andrus was in the habit of 
writing, was the mangled body of the sec- 


retary. The shelf and the box under it 
were demolished. Blood was flowing over 
the carpet. 


Hiram at first thought there was a fire, 
but when he discovered that his father was 
dead he was overcome. Coroner Miles and 
the police were quickly summoned. They 
arrived soon after, and the Coroner cleared 
away the débris about the body. 

The head and face of the dead man, from 
the jaws upward, were an unrecognizable 
mass. The left arm was shattered and sev- 
ered from the body, and the other limbs 
were hanging by mere threads of flesh and 
skin. The Coroner searched the clothing 
of the dead man as well as he could, and 
found a small countersinker and _ several 
small steel bits, and papers, money, and 
jewelry. 

Word of the explosion spread, and in a 
few minutes thousands crowded about the 
entrance to the offices. President John E. 
Andrus, who was on his way to the office, 
learned of the tygedy on the street. He 
hurried on, and said little at first, but later 
declared he believed the explosion came 
from a deliberate plan of murder. He was 
not sure that he was not the intended vic- 
tim. 

Pieces of the Bomb, 


Soon after this the remains of the Secre- 
tary were taken to the undertaking rooms 
of Peter H. Hovey, and the Police, under 
Chief Mangin, began their examination. 
They received the first clue from an old 
gardener across the street, who found a 
small piece of wrought iron, which sug- 
gested the theory of a bomb Similar 
pieces were found embedded in the wood- 
work about the room and in the body 
when the autopsy.was performed. Pieces 
of this iron were driven through an inch 
board twenty feet away. The odor which 
pervaded the office after the explosion sug- 
gested that dynamite was used in the bomb, 
but the police and Coroner declare that the 
substance was giant powder. 

Enough small pieces of the alleged bomb 
were gathered to show that it consisted of 
a piece of wrought iron pipe about two 
and one-half inthes in diameter, with a 
malleable iron plug or cap at one end and 
another piece of smaller pipe attached to it. 
The police, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, declared that the bomb must have been 
placed in the box under the secretary’s 
desk in some manner so it would explode 
when Mr. Andrus put his foot on the box. 
At first they believed the safe might have 
been tampered with, and that the explo- 
sion ocourred when it was opened, but they 
learned that Hiram Andrus opened the safe 
before his father arrived, 


One of the Theories. 
The Coroner thought that the explosion 





x micht have »een made by a small bottle of 


sulphuric acid, tioped over on the box inte 
some brown sugar and chloride of potash. 
He claimed this would have caused the 
explosion, 

The police learned thant Miss Matilda 
Hook, a scrubwoman, was at the office 
early this morning. She said she vis- 
ited the office at 7:15 o’clock, and swept 
and dusted. She did not disturb the waste 
paper box, because she had emptied it 
Tuesday morning. She had noticed nothing 
out of place in the office. When she left 
she unlocked the door leading to the private 
office. Soon after this the office boy ar- 
rived, but he did not visit the private office. 


A Workman’s Revelations, 


During the afternoon the police were 
very active, and just before 6 o’clock Chief 
Mangin announced that he had solved the 
mystery. His detectives brought iu a man 
named Patrick Kiely, a mechanic employed 
by the Arlington Chemical Company. Kiely 
carried a mysterious looking object, which 
looked very much like a bomb made of gas 
pipe. It was composed of a piece of one- 
‘inch pipe, about eight inches long, with a 
cap on one end and a reducer on the other. 
In this was inserted a piece of three-eighths 
inch pipe, also with a cap on the end. 
Kiely said the large pipe was kept in stock 
by the chemical company, and that Mr. 
Andrus had frequently been tinkering about 
with this pipe. 

Last Friday morning. according to Kiely, 
Mr. Andrus asked him to secure some small 
pieces of one-half-inch and three-eighths- 
inch pipe, like the piece inserted in the re- 
ducer, and also some caps. He did not have 
them in stock, and he secured a supply and 
met Mr. Andrus in the street. Mr. Andrus 
took two of them home. He claimed that 
Mr. Andrus, when he got the inch pipe, said 
he needed it home. Kiely declared that 
Mr. Andrus had a fine set of tools and a 
small workshop fitted up at home. 

When this was told to Hiram Andrus at 
the home of the dead man, he declared it 
pure imagination. The pipes which his 
father had secured, he said, were used in 
fixing a steam heater in the house, and 
were not used in making a bomb, or in 
experiments of any kind. 

“It will be proved,” he said, “‘ that these 
pipes were not secured for the purpose al- 
leged by the police, and that my father was 
a victim of a foul plot.” 

He also declared that his father never 
experimented with chemicals, and that none 
of any kind were kept in the office or used 
in the factory. 


His Brother’s Statement, 


John BE. Andrus, when seen by a reporter 
for THE NEw-YorRK TiIMbes to-night, said: 

““My brother was one of the best-natured 
men I ever knew. He was so good-hearted 
that he was not a good business man. As 
far as I knew he did not have an enemy in 
the world. He was wealthy, but beyond 
this I cannot imagine why any one might 
want to kill him. We have a lot of An- 
archists in this city, but I don’t think they 
would do this. Only two men have been 
discharged from our employ in months. One 
was a workman and the other an office boy, 
but they are beyond suspicion. It is a 
mystery to me.” 

He was asked if he did not think the 
bomb might‘have been intended for him. 
““Tt may be so,’”’ he answered. “I am a 
business man and some people don’t like 
men who do business on strictly businéss 
principles. Still I can think of no one who 
would do this. Three weeks ago I was ap- 
proached by some Anarchist on Greenwich 
Street, who told me I was too wealthy, and 
that I ought to give up two-thirds of my 
money, but I got away from him, and 
hardly think the incident had any connec- 
tion with to-day’s horrible affair. Still I 
believe it was a deliberate murder. My 
brother was always tinkering around, but 
he knew nothing about chemicals, and 
never experimented with them in any way.”’ 
The autopsy disclosed two large pieces 
of the bomb in the breast of the dead man, 
one each in the right and left pleurae 
cavities, and several pieces in the lower part 
of the left leg. From these wounds it was 
inferred that Mr. Andrus was bending 
under the shelf and over the box when the 
explosion occurred. 
The inquest will be held Friday at 2 P. M. 





ONLY A ‘* MORAL OBLIGATION.”’ 


A Governor’s Clerk Causes Ohio Bro- 
kers to Fail. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 21.—The State Ad- 
ministration is incidentally involved in a 
mild sensation by the failure of E. W. Seeds 
& Co., grain brokers. Seeds & Co. did busi- 
ness with J. L. Lampson & Co. of Chicago, 
and with members of the New-York Stock 
Exchange. Their failure was directly due 
to the refusal of J. L. Hampton, Gov. Bush- 
nell’s executive clerk, to meke good his 
margins. 

Hampton has been a speculator in a 
small and quiet way for some time, and was 
caught for about $4,000 when wheat went 
up. Seeds had a conference with Gov. 
Bushnell and gave that gentleman to un- 
derstand that Hampton had by implica- 
tion made him believe that he was acting 
for the Gévernor. This the Governor in- 
dignantly denies, and Hampton, who is 
worth no money, refuses to meet the obli- 
gation. He gives the excuse that it is a 
moral obligation, and a State law prevents 
his being sued. 





GOV. ALTGELD IS VERY SICK 





He Is a Nervous Wreck as the Result 


of Campaign Work. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—i‘riends of Gov. John 
P. Altgeld are much worried about his 
health. Fears are expressed that he may 
collapse before the end of the campaign. 

It was late before the Governor arose 
this morning, and a number of persons 
called at his room at the Annex to find 
that he had left orders not to be dis- 
turbed. 

“The Governor is a sick man,”’ said one 
of his close friends to-day. “A casual 
glance will convince any one that he is a 
nervous wreck, and it will be a great sur- 
prise to me if he survives this campaign.” 





Final Sentence for a2 Murderer. 


LONG ISLAND CITY, Oct. 21.—Arthur 
Mayhew, the negro convicted of the murder 
of old Stephen Powell at Hempstead March 
7 last, was brought from Sing Sing prison 
this morning to the Queens County Court 
of Oyer and Terminer to be sentenced. He 
was called to the bar at 10:30 and told that 
the Court of Appeals at Albany had ap- 
proved his conviction of murder in the first 
degree. Lawyer Brooke of New-York moved 
for a new trial on varioug grounds, but 
Justice Gaynor denied the motion, and fixed 
the week beginning Nov. 30 as the time for 
the execution. John Wayne, Mayhew’s ac- 
complice, who confessed his part in the 
crime and gave evidence that led to May- 
hew’s conviction, is serving a* term for 





manslaughter at Sing Sing. 





CONSULS’ FEES REDUCED. 





A New and Sweeping Order Issued by 
Secretary Olney. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Secretary Ol- 
ney to-day issued an order of far-reaching 
effect upon the American Consular Service, 
which abolishes many of the fees against 
which foreign shippers and domestic im- 
porters have so long protested, and at the 
same time sweeps away the lucrative attrac- 
tions of many Consulates abroad, particu- 
larly those in Great Britain, where the loss 
to Consular officials in the shape of fees, 
which they have hitherto retained, will ag- 
gregate over $200,000. The new, amend- 
ments to the Consular regulations are as 
follows: : 


1.—No oath shall be required for the verifica- 
tion of invoices of merchandise on the free list 
or subject to specific duty only. 

2.—The ‘verification by oath of invoices’ of 
merchandise subject expressly or in effect to ad 
valorem duty may be required when the Con- 
sular officers to whom the invoices are presented 


dervaluation or other willful misstatement there- 
in, but shall not be required in any other case. 
(Under this section, any oath may be taken by a 
commissioner or such other officers as are per- 
mitted by law.) 

3.—Consular officers are prohibited from re- 
ceiving the whole or anv part of the fees charged 
by a commissioner or other officer for administer- 
ing oaths to invoices, from receiving anything 
as a gratuity or otherwise on account of the ad- 
ministration of such oaths, and from being in 
any way either directly or indirectly pecuniarily 
interested in such fees. 


These regulations, which take effect at 
once, are expected to effect a great reform 
in the service and correct many abuses 
which have been alleged to exist. 

The Treasury Department has been en- 
gaged in an effort for a long time to do 
away with the tax upon foreign shippers 
and American importers: upon free list or 
specific duty articles in invoices, but could 
find no relief except through statutory en- 
actment until the attention of the Sate De- 
partment was called to the matter, with 
the result given above. The third para- 
graph of the new regulations is designed to 
destroy the incentive to the excessive fee 
system that has grown up and to do away 
with a system which was never contem- 
plated under the law governing the com- 
pensation of Government officials. 





A CHICAGO RAILROAD DEAL. 





Charles T, Yerkes Does a Good Thing 
for His 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Charles T. Yerkes has 
executed a great coup. When the West 
Chicago Street Railroad Company was 
transferred from the West Division to the 
West Chicago Company the latter company 
issued a blanket mortgage for $4,100,000. 
The company from time to time issued 
stock, when dividends were on a 9 per cent. 
basis, and issued debentures, as it became 
necessary to raise money. 

Real estate of the company has frequently 
been purchased in the name of a trustee, 
and mortgages made against the property. 
In addition, a total of $6,000,000 debentures 
stand against the company. 

The Directors have taken the authority 
on themselves to substitute the debentures 
for the 5 per cent. bonds of, the West Chi- 
cago Street Railway Company. The, in-. 
terest on the $6,000,000 debentures will be' 
reduced 1 per cent. and the entire floating 
debt of the company will be wiped out. 

In ‘the end it is a saving to the company 
also of $100,000 as the present total ahead 
of the stock is $10,000,000.

THE PASTOR HAD TO RETIRE. 





He Interfered with a Love Affair of 
His Parishioners, 


FAIRBURN, Ga., Oct. 21.—The Rev. T.- Fi 
Dodd, a Baptist preacher of this city, has 
been forced to resign his pastorate because of 
the arbitratorship which he exercised in a 
matter of love. He has two parishioners 
who contribute largely to the support of 
the church, Messrs. R. W. Mayson and 
George Smith. 

Some time ago a young son of Mr. May- 
son wrote a letter to one of Mr. Smith’s 
daughters, in which he gave expression to 
the kind of love which is spoken by a youth 
of sixteen. The girl’s father became irate, 
and brought the matter before the pastor 
for settlement. The reverend gentleman 
did not wish to wholly offend the Mayson 
party, so he requested the offending young 
man merely to withdraw from church 
worship. 

This he refused ‘to do, and such confusion 
ensued that Pastor Dodd is now without a 
charge.

Lieut. Lyman’s Sentence, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Lieut, Charles 
H. Lyman of the cruiser Montgomery has 
been convicted of drunkenness and sen- 
tenced to lose six months in his grade. 
The offense occurred while the vessel was 
at Key West recently, and when the Mont- 
gomery came North the court-martial took 
place in the fleet at Tompkinsville under 
Admiral Bunce’s orders. The finding and 
sentence have been approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Lieut. Lyman was 
navigating officer of the Kearsarge when 
that vessel was wrecked on Roncador Reef. 





Injured on Her Bicycle. 
HALIFAX, N, 8., Oct. 21.—Lady Erskine, 
the wife of Vice Admiral Sir J. Erskine, 
while riding a bicycle along Brunswick 
Street to-day was thrown from her wheel 
by a horse that was being led suddenly 
shying and striking her. She struck the 
ground with much force and sustained a 
sprained ankle and injury to her side. 





To Build His Mausoleum, 
NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 21.—There was 
filed in the County Clerk’s office to-day a 
contract for a family mausoleum to be 
built by Judge Kreuger in Fairmount Ceme- 
tery. It will cost, when completed, in the 
neghboritood of $100,000. The masonry 
work, without the granite, will cost about 


$34,000.

CHICAGO SPECULATORS WERE IN 
A HURRY TO SELL. 





Bradstreet’s, Too, Announced 5,000,- 
000 Bushels Increase in World’s 
Visible Stock, and Though the 
Grain Was Higher in London, 
Prices Abroad Were Not Enough 
to Hold Up Futures—14,000,000 
Bushels Sold in This City. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—A flurry in which the 
bulls came out second best took place to- 
day at the opening of the wheat market, 
the excitement attending upon the trade 
running quite as high as on any occasion 
since the stirring scenes began. 

Even before the regular market opened 
the curb or “open-board” trading was 
marked by nervousness. December was up 
to 79% cents and down to 77% cents, the 
lowest figure being quoted when the legiti- 
mate operations began. A rapid sliding 
scale was immediately inaugurated, the 
option mentioned dropping to 763, cents, 
afer which there was a pause, with a rest- 
less undertone prevailing. 

The‘ decline was clearly the result of for- 
eign indifference. Liverpool was 2d. higher, 
but that advance was not considered in 
keeping with the anxiety said. to exist 
abroad. Importance was attached to the 
apparent lukewarmness of San Francisco, 
where the boom appeared to have been 
checked. The absence of a short interest 
of any material proportions permits prices 
to slump easily, as the demand to cover 
previous sales then becomes conspicuous by 
its insignificance. 

The Northwest receipts this morning were 
100 cars heavier than on last Wednesday 
and 18 less than on the corresponding day 
a@ year ago. 

Rapidly vanishing profits very soon 
forced selling by some of the prominent 
winners on the recent advance. Pyramiders 
were obliged to dispose of vast quantities 
bought on gains made during the past few 
weeks. For a time it appeared as though 
the break would be disastrous, 

Throughout the latter part of the session 
and until near the close the trade*was only 
fair. Several efforts were made to bring 
about a recovery, but Bradstreet’s an- 
nouncement of an,acrease in the world’s 
stocks of approximately 6,000,000 bushels 
discouraged buying. The last few moments 
were panicky. Where lately every one was 
a bull, not any but sellers appeared, and 
prices were without any support. 

It was a case where any figure was satis- 
factory so the wheat. was sold. Nothing in 
the way of news could help the market un- 
der these circumstances, and December, 
which closed yesterday at 78%c, and this 
morning was quoted at 79%c on the curb, 
went begging at 75\c. ,A sale was made 
at 75%c, but the’ official close was 75%\c,., 


just 3%c loss for the day.

‘Irregular Market. in December Op- 
tions and Total Sales of 14,360,000. 


The wheat market wags feverish at its 
opening. The traders seemed all at sea 
over the prices and- just how to take the 
foreign advices. The cables had quoted 
higher, but perhaps not generally satisfac- 
torily so. But Chicago was selling at a 
decline, where there was a pressure to 
realize, and the New-York traders followed 
the West in its closing out for profits. 

On the “curb” here December had stood 
at 864c. bid, or %c. above last night, but 
with the opening of the Exchange it first 
sold at 44\4c, or 2c under the “ curb”’ price, 
jumped up to 84%c. and down to 83%c. all 
in two or three minutes, with a good deal 
of nervousness, after which it quieted 
down, and the trade waited for new feat- 
ures. 

After the very irregular and_ unsettled 
condition at the opening, the wheat market 
continued to ease off, and the close was at 
the lowest of the day, or 3\4c below yester- 
day. With heavy liquidation for foreign 
and local account, December sold from 84<c. 
down to S2!géc. and closed at 82\%%c., and May 
from 87l4c. to 85i%c., closing at S5%%c. 

Total of sales is 14,360,000 bushels. 


NO INTEREST IN A WHEAT CORNER. 





President James J. Hill Says the Story 
Is Absurd, 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 21.—The attention 
of James J. Hill, President of the Great 
Northern Railway, was called to a sensa- 
tional story printed in a New-York paper 
yesterday to the effect that he, Charles A. 
Pillsbury, and other men of wealth had 
entered into a gigantic combination to cor- 
ner wheat. Mr. Hill characterized the story 
as wholly absurd. 

He said that reports from the various sta- 
tions along the Great Northern Koad indi- 
cated thet there was far less wheat in the 
elevators than at any time for the last three 
years, and that he had no doubt that the 
grain was moving to market with unusual 
speed, owing to the great rise in the price 
of wheat since lust Friday. Grain was even 
moving in large quantities from as far west 
as Idaho and Washington, some of it going 
direct to Portland, thence to be shipped to 
India. Mr. Hill rejects the idea that there 
is any politics in the rise in the price of 
wheat. 

Both Mr. Washburne and Mr. Pillsbury 
last evening denied that they had any in- 
terest whatever in a wheat corner, 








Wheat as a Political Factor. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The attack of 
Chairman Butler on the wheat bulls, in 
which he charges that the present rise in 
wheat is due to manipulation for political 
effect, causes. surprise and amusement in 
Chicago. The free silverites have been 
making efforts to secure help from the 
Agricultural Department to bolster up the 
absurd claim that the rise in wheat is pure 
manipulation. Quotations from the officials 
of the Bureau of Agriculture on the 
wheat situation are carefully suppressed 
by the Bryanites. One effect of the 
introduction of wheat. prices into the 
campaign as a political factor will be to’re- 
vive anti-option agitation in Congress. Sen- 
ator Butler, in his interview, makes sugges- 
tions to that import, and it is altogether 
likely that he will personally inaugurate 
another campaign against the commercial 
Exchanges along that line.

$100,000 ASSETS FOR A DIME. 





Uncollectible Paper of the Mechanics’ 
Bank, Newark, Sold. 


NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 21.—Frederick 
Frelinghuysen is winding up his receiver- 
ship of the Mechanics’ National Bank, that 
failed fifteen years ago because Oscar L. 
Baldwin, the cashier, had used $2,400,000 of 
the bank’s. funds in the speculations of 
Nugent & Co., a leather firm. Baldwin 
served ten years in prisop, was pardoned, 
and is living here now. - 

The receiver has paid depositors of $200 
or less in full, and other depositors 86 per 
cent. He offered at auction to-day the 
“nominal assets’? remaining in his hands. 
A bunch of checks and bills receivable hav- 
ing a face value of $100,000 were sold for 
for $2,412,823.43 against Baldwin. Judge 
Frederick F. Guild bid $2. 

**Do you realize that the paper is worth- 
less?’’ inquired the receiver, who was sur- 
prised. 

“IT want it merely as a souvenir of the 
greatest failure in the city,’’ replied the 
Judge. Mr. Frelinghuysen was satisfied, 
and inquired for further bids, There were 
others, and dollar by dollar at first, then 
y $5 and $10, the bids mounted to $501 by 
Judge Guild. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen said that for some rea- 
son the judgment had a far greater value 
than he had thought, and he would post- 
pone the sale for two weeks that he might 
consult with the Controller, reserving the 
right to accept the last bid. 





BIGGEST LENS IN THE WORLD. 


That for the Telescope of the Lake 
Geneva (Wis.) Observatory. 


BOSTON, Oct. 21.——The lens for the 
great telescope of the observatory at Lake 
Geneva, .Wis., the finest and largest tele- 
scope lens in the world, has been completed, 
after two ard a half years’ labor, and now 
lies at the workshop of Prof. Alvin Clark 
in Cambridge, awaiting the orders of the 
Chicago University authorities. Its focal 
distance is 61 feet, the extreme diameter of 
the clear aperture is 41% inches. The 
crown is about 3 inches thick at the mid- 
dle and 114 inches thick at the outer edges, 
and weighs 205 pounds. The flint weighs 
310 pounds. The lens and its iron ring and 
cell weigh about 1,000 pounds. 

The cost of the glass plates in Paris was 
$40,000, and the entire cost of the lens is 
estimated to have been $100,000. For its 
journey west it will be wrapped in flannel 
and bedded in curled hair, in a box mounted 
on springs, and packed with excelsior in a 
large: box. It will ride in the centre of a 


parlor car, and will be accompanied by four 


men.

Last Night’s Grand Procession of the 
Alumni and Undergraduates—Re-

—The Largest Parade Ever Wit- 
nessed at Princeton—Fireworks 


Ciose the Exercises. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 
goes to make up a pleasant Fall evening 
conspired tc-night to give the closing exer- 
cises of the alumni and student day of the 
Princeton sesqui-centennjal a glorious send- 
off, <All the elements which appeal to the 
poetic fancy were there; the full-orbed moon 
smiled through the elms, soft breezes played 


among the leaves, and the air was not cool 
enough to make it unpleasant. All day long 
the crowds had been coming in from all di- 
rections, and at 7 o’clock it was estimated 
that there were between 12,000 and 15,000 
visitors in town. They swarmed the streets 
and the campus so that one could scarcely 
get through. . 

The great event of the evening was the 
procession of alumni and undergraduates, 
with representatives of other universities, 
and the illumination of the campus and 
Nassau Hall. 

At 7.45 o’clock President Cleveland, ac- 
companied by his wife, arrived at the sta- 
tion, and was escorted to the reviewing 
stand in front of Nassau Halli by the Phila- 
delphia City Troop of cavalry. ‘On the 
platform with the President were Gov. 
Griggs, Dr. Patton, Mr. Henry M. Alexan- 
der, Dr. Charles E. Green, and Prof. An- 
drew West, with their parties. While an 
informal reception was going on en the 
Stand the procession was passing along 
Nassau Street, and thence it came pack 
through the campus, passing in review be- 
fore the President. ; 

Princeton’s Greatest Parade. 


Such a parade Princeton had never before 
witnessed. It took just thirty-seven min- 
utes for it to pass the stand. And such ban- 
ners, transparencies,'floats and costumes 
were exhibited as only college men, wita 
the memory of their under-graduate pranks 
fresh in their minds, could get up. The 
parade was headed by the Seventy-first 
Rgiment Band of New-York. and following 
this was the company of under-graduates 
known as the “Mercer Blues,” wearing 
cocked hats and the buff and blue uniforms 
of Colonial days. As these passed by the 
band struck up the tune, “ Just Tell Them 
that You Saw Me.” 

Following then.came a company of Yale 
men in caps and gowns, followed by the un- 
dergraduatea of Princeton. The “Old 
Guard” comprised of classes from 1823 to 
1859, passed by next, commanded by Adjt.- 
Gen. W. S. Stryker, 58, and marching to 
the time of ** Auld Lang Syne.” The class 
of ’81 provided one of the most interesting 
features of the occasion. An advance 
guard of men dressed in short breeches and 
long coats of George Washington style, pre- 
ceded the coach In which the Rev. R. D. 
Harlan of Rochester was seated, taking the 
part of George himself. The coach was 
drawn by four gray horses and two darkies 
were perched upon the high seat in front. 
The motto on one of the trasparencies car- 
ried by the class of ’95 excited considera- 
ble merriment. It was addressed to the 
President, and read: ‘“‘ Grover, Send Your 
Boys to Princeton,’”’ at which His Excel- 
lency smiled as if he would take the matter 
into consideration at a later day. 


College Songs Given.

After the procession had passed by the 
band commenced playing ‘‘Old Nassau,’ 
and thousands of voices took up the refrain, 
led by Henry M. Alexander, from the steps 
of Nassau Hall. Other college songs fol- 
lowed, after which Mr. Alexander proposed 
three cheers each for President Cleveland, 
Mrs. Cleveland, the guests from foreign 
universities, Dr. Patton, Nassau Hall, Gov. 
Griggs, and Prof. West, all of which were 
given with a rousing good will. 

A fine pyrotechnic display, containing 
several appropriate set pieces, completed 
the evening’s programme, and the people 
were compelled to go away somewhat dis- 
appointed at not having been able to hear 
the President. During the entire evening 
Nassau Hall was brilliantly illuminated by 
thousands of electric lights, which outlined 
windows and towers, bringing the historic 
old building into strong relief against the 
sky. 





THE ALUMNI DAY EXERCISES. 


Graduates from Classes Ranging for 
Seventy Years Present. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 21.—Alexander 
Hall was not near large enough to hold all 
those who desired to participate in the 
Alumni Day exercises held there this morn- 
ing as a part of the Princeton sesqui-cen- 
tennial celebration. The town was full of 
alumni. Graduates in almost every class 
of the last seventy years were present and 
appeared in the academic procession with 


-which the day’s ceremonies began. 


The procession, headed by Gov. Griggs, 
President Patton, and Grand Marshal Prof. 
Libbey, formed at Marquand Chapel, and 
proceeded to Alexander Hall. 

The procession was even more dignified 
and stately and spectacular than yester- 
day’s because all the delegates had arrived 
and were in line, clad in their flowing robes 
of variegated colors. 

The stately interior of Alexander Hall 
was a scene of surpassing grandeur. Here 
was the aged scholar with honors thick 
upon him; the gray-haired statesman; min-

PRINCETON, Oct. 21.—After an inter- 
lude by the orchestra, the Governor intro- 
duced Prof. Woodrow Wilson, who repre- 
sented the American Whig Society, deliver- 
ing the sesquicentennial oration, on the sub- 
ject, ‘‘ Princeton in the Nation’s Service.” 

He guve a sketch of the history of 
the college during the early days of its 
existence. and spoke of the statesmen who 
were graduates of the institution in the 
early days of the Nation. He continued: 

**Nothing is easier than to falsify the 
past; lifeless instruction will do it. If you 
rob it of vitality, stiffen it with pedantry, 
sophisticate it with argument, chill it with 
unsympathetic comment, you render it as 
dead as any academic exercise. The safest 
way in all ordinary seasons is to let it 
speak for itself; resort to its records, listen 
to its poets and to its masters in the hum- 
bler art of prose. Your real and proper ob- 
ject, after all, is not to expound, but to 
realize it, consort with it, and make your 
spirit kin with it, so that you may never 
shake the sense of obligation off. In short, 
I believe that the catholic study of the 
world’s literature as a record of spirit is 
the right preparation for leadership in the 
world’s affairs, if you undertake it like a 
man and not like a pedant.” 


The Duty of a College. 

It is plain that it is the duty of an in- 
stitution of learning set in the midst of a 
free population and amidst signs of social 
change, not merely to implant a sense of 
duty, but to illuminate duty by every les- 
son that can be drawn out of the past. 
It is not a dogmatic process. I know of 
no book in which the lessons of the past 
are set down. I do not know of any man 


whom the world could trust to write such 
a book. But it somewhere comes about 
that the man who has traveled in the 
realms of thought brings lessons home 
with him which make him grave and wise 
beyond his fellows, and thoughtful with 
the thoughtfulness of a true man of the 
world, 

This. it seems to me, is the real, the 
prevalent argument for holding every man 
we can to the intimate study of the ancient 
classics. All literature that has lasted has 
this claim upon us: that it is not dead, but 
we cannot be quite so sure of any as we 
are of the ancient literature that still lives, 
because none has lived so long. It holds 
a sort of leadership in the aristocracy of 
natural selection. 

Read it, moreover, and you shall find 
another proof of vitality in it, more sig- 
nificant still. You shall recognize its 
thoughts, and even its fancies, as your 
long-time familiars—shall recognize them 
as the thoughts that have begotten a vast 
deal of your own literature. It is the 
general air of the world a man gets when 
he reads the classics, the thinking which 
depends upon no time but only upon hu- 
man nature, which seems full of the voices 
of the human spirit, quick with the: power 
which moves ever upon the face of af- 
fairs. ‘‘ What Plato. has thought he may 
think; what a saint has felt, he may feel; 
what at any time has befallen any man 
he can understand.”’ 


Study of History and Politics. 


I believe, of course, that there is an- 
other way of preparing young men to be 
wise. I need not tell you that I believe 
in the full, explicit instruction in history 
and in politics, in the experiences of peo- 
ples and the fortunes of governments, in 
the whole story of what men have at- 


tempted and what they have accomplished 
through all the changes both of form and 
purpose in their organization of their com- 
mon life. Many minds will receive and 
heed this systematic instruction which have 
no ears for the voice that is in the printed 
page of literature. 

Do you wonder, then, that I ask for the 
old drill, the old memory of times gone by, 
the old schooling in precedent ard tradi- 
tion, the old keeping of faith with the past 
as a preparation fer leadership in days o 
social change? We have not given science 
too big a place in our education; but we 
have made a perilous mistake in giving it 
too great a preponderance in method and 
every other branch of study. We must 
make the humanities human again; must 
recall what manner of men we are; must 
turn back once more to the region of prac- 
tical ideals. 


The Spirit of Service. 


Of course, when all is said, it is not 
learning, but the spirit of service, that will 
give a college place in the public annals 
of the Natian. It is indispensable, it seems 
to me, if it is to do its right service, that 
the air of affairs should be admitted to all 
its classrooms. I do not mean the air of 
party politigs, but the air of the world’s 
transactions, the consciousness of the sol{- 
darity of the race, the sense of the duty 
of man towatd , 0 e e Of men 
in every problim, of the significance o 
for guidance as well as for knowl iz, of 
the potency of ideas, of the pr sé and 
the hope that shine in the face know}- 
edge. There is laid upéh us the compulsio 
of the Nationa! life. We dare not 
keep aloof ahd cleset ourselves while 
a fnation comes to its maturity. The

BLUFFTON, Ind., Oct. 21.—Mr, Bryan 
began his campaign in Indiana to-day. He 
had made his last speech at 1 A. M. at 
Tiffin, Ohio, and retired. He was awakened 
at 2.30 A. M. at Tipton by a crowd with a 
brass band. His first speeches in Indiana 


were at Richmond to crowds of 7,000 and 
4,000 persons. 

Mr. Bryan addressed 2,000 persons at 
Cambridge City, from 12,000 to 15,000 at 
Rushville, and 4,000 or 5,000 at New-Castle. 

Party feeling ran high in Muncie. W. D. 
Bynum was to speak later in the day, and 
friends of the gold leader had distributed 
thousands of orange-colored badges, with 
.McKinley and Hobart on them. Mr. Bryan’s 
adherents, 6,000, gathered at the baseball 
park. Trouble was feared, and hundreds of 
men on both sides had clubs. 

A howling crowd of Bryan enthusiasts 
followed close behind the candidate’s four- 
in-hand as it was driven through the 
Streets, followed by another contingent for 
McKinley. But though the yellow was pre- 
dominant on the streets, the 6,000 people 
at the Ball Park left no doubt as to their 
Sympathies by the inscriptions they bore 
and by their hearty shouts. A solid mass, 
every man having the name of Bryan 
poreed to his hat, faced the nominee as he 
egan his address, and cheered him furi-

“I think we should have something to 
drink with Shanley,” said one of the jurors 
who had just acquitted the east side saloon 
keeper of the murder of Edward Donegan 
on leaving ‘the Criminal Court House last 
night. ; 

Shanley, most of the jurors, the court 
officers, and his counsel then went to a 
saloon on Elm Street and lined up against 
the bar. Shanley teok whisky. The jurors 
clinked glasses with his and congratulated 
him. Several rounds were had, ‘ 

The news that the man acquitted of mur- 
der was in the place spread about the 
neighborhood, and a big crowd collected. 
They nearly broke in the windows trying to 
see him. The jollification continued. for 
some time. 

Shanley kept a saloon at Avenue B and 
Fourteenth Street. On March 15 last he 
shot and killed Edward. Donegan, a patron. 
A row took place over payment for some 
drinks.. Donegan *was orderéd out of the 
place by Mrs. Shanley, the saloon keeper’s 
wife. As he passed out of the door he called 
Mrs. Shanley a vile name. Shanley fol- 
lowed, and a short time afterward fired the 
shot that killed Donegan. 

The defens¢ was that Donegan was a 
dangerous character, and that the shooting 
was done in self-defense. 

Most of yesterday was taken up in the 
addresses of Lawyer Charles W. Brooke for 
the accused man, and Assistant District At- 
torney McIntyre for the people. 

The jury went out at 6:30 o'clock, and at 
10 brought in its verdict. 





BOGUS PASSES BEING SOLD. 





Spurious Money and Orders for Seats 
Presented at the Theatres. 


Numerous complaints have been made 
lately to police authorities that counterfeit 
silver dollars were being circulated through 
the Tenderloin. Theatrical managérs and 
storekeepers have been badly victimized 
during the past three days by strangers, 
who have been doing a lively trade in 
counterfeit money. Forged passes and bad 
dollars have been so prevalent that many 
of the theatrical managers have concluded 
to hire private detectives, although a police- 
man is stationed nightly in the lobby of each 
theatre.

M’KINLEY SEES OLD FRIENDS. 





Neighbors from His Township and 
9,000 Others Visit Him. 


CANTON, Ohio, Oct. 21.—Major McKin- 
ley to-day received three large delegations 
numbering in the aggregate about 9,000 
persons and several small delegations which 
took their share of time, attention, and 
speeches, 

The day was called Illinois day, and there 
were many trainloads of visitors from that 
State. Some of them arrived as early as 5 
o’clock in the morning. Among the first to 
arrive were those from Springfield, who 
wore badges on which were the words 
.“* Pilgrims from the home of Lincoln to the 
home of McKinley.” 

The oratory to which Major McKinley 
listened to-day was of a higher order than 
that usually addressed to him, and while 
there were large numbers of farmers and 
workingmen among the visitors, there were, 
too, an unusually large number of men 
who bore the stamp of successful urban 
life. 

Though it was Illinois day, the citizens 
of the famous old Nineteenth Congressional 
District of Ohio—the district of Wade, Gid- 
dings, and Garfield—had selected it as a 
fitting time to pay their respects to Major 
McKinley, and they, with Col, D. H. Poor’s 
superb McKinley regiment of Cleyeland, 
outnumbered the visitors from the more 
distant States. 

For the first time in the campaign here 
glee clubs made a distinct impression upon 
the throngs of visitors, and campaign songs 
were potent enough to sway a vast audi- 
ence. The Weber Quartet of Chicago was 
loudly and repeatedly encored when it sang 
the Ohio and Illinois State Songs. 

Major McKinley received a call from the 
members of the McKinley Club of Towell- 
ville and a large party of friends from Po- 
land township, Mahoning County, Ohio. 
This delegation, made up of nearly 300 
persons, received a cordial welcome from 
the candidate. It was in Poland township 
that Major McKinley spent the greater part 


of his boyhood and from which he went as 
a soldier to serve his country.

WILLIAM R. MORRISON BOLTS. 


He Will Not Vote for Bryan, Altgeld, 
and Silver. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—William R. Morrison, 
Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, has bolted Altgeld and come 
out for sound money. A letter from Mr. 
Morrison is in the hands of Chairman Will- 
iamson and Secretary Spangler at the State 
Sound-Money Democratic Headquarters. It 
is a ‘flat footed”’ declaration against free 
silver, William J. Bryan, and the admin- 
istration of John P. Altgeld. 

Up to the present time Mr. Morrison has 
maintained a silence on the political issues, 
It has been known that there was a per- 
sonal enmity between himself and Gov. Alt- 


geld, but he was supposed to lean in his 
sympathies toward free silver. 

The financial plank of the Chicago plat- 
form, the attack on the Supreme Court, and 
all the appeals to sectionalism are de- 
nounced in Mr. Morrison's letter, and Alt- 
geld’s administration is sevagely scored. 

Mr. Morrison's declaration in favor of the 
gold standard, and against Altgeld, is re- 
garded as one of the most important inci- 
dents in the State campaign. 





Immigrant Passenger Service. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Chairman Caldwell 
and members of the Advisory Committee of 
the Immigrant Clearing House of the West- 
ern Passenger Association left for New- 
York last evening to haye conferences with 
Vice President Stubbs and Assistant Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager Hawley of the South- 
ern Pacific, and with the representatives 
of the European steamship lines and the 
Bastern trunk lines with a view of adjust- 
ing the present immigrant rate complica- 
tions.

In Brooklyn There Are a Score of Such 
Schools for Children. 


“ Free kindergarten work is a question of 
political economy,” William T. Harris, 
United States Commissioner of Education, 
has said. ‘‘ Formation is better than refor- 
mation. Prevention is better than cure. 
Give me the child and the State shall have 
the man.” 

The quotation has become a sort of mot- 
to expressing the scope and purpose of the 
Brooklyn Free Kindergarten Association, 
organized in 1891, and now embracing a 
score of flourishing schools. In a directory 
of the association may be found the fol- 
lowing kindergartens; The Woman’s Club, 
Memorial Industrial, The Vanderbilt, The 
Physicians, The Lotus, The Home, The 
Bethel, The Asacog, The Catherine Tilney, 
The Willow, The Bedford, The Slocum Me- 
morial, and others of minor importance. 
Some of the most prominent residents of 
Brooklyn have become identified with the 
work of educating the young by this meth- 
od. Among the life members of the organ- 
ization are R. R. Bowker, George Foster 
Peabody, Henry W. Maxwell, Alexander 
M. White, Mark Hoyt, J. Rogers Max- 
well, Henry Sanger Snow, William G. Low, 
Charles «A. Schieren, W. A. Putnam, Mrs. 
Charles Pratt, Mrs. Clara K. Slocum, Mrs. 
Frank L. Babbott, Frank L. Babbott, Jr., 
Miss Mary R. Babbott, Edward M. Shepard, 
Frederick B. Pratt, Seth Low, and an an- 
onymous “ Friend of Children,” who gave 
$100. 

The kindergarten has become so well 
understood as a system of education that 
a catalogue of its progressive courses is 
hardly necessary to prove its merits. Miss 
Caroline B. Le Row, a kindergartner of 
more than Brooklyn fame, has defined the 
kindergarten as simply scientific education 
and philanthropy, based npen the assump- 
tion that the proper teaching of children 
will largely prevent the need of charity or 
correction for men and women. It sup- 
poses that scientific education is the only 
form of satisfactory and permanent social 


improvement. 
‘Where is no mystery in the method. Every 
parent sees all that Froebel saw when the 


children cried for “something to play 
with,’ just as they are crying yet. Their 
infantile .wants must have worried os 


German philosopher very, very much. 
patiently studied out an advantage of the 
child’s observation, curiosity, desire for em- 
ployment, interest in construction, love of 
companionship, sense of sympathy, appre- 
ciation of rhythm, melody, and beauty. And 
thousands of mothers have since called him 
blessed. 2 

Froebel provided his little friends with 
gifts and games and occupations that un- 
consciously educate all their senses. These 
amusements train the eye for form, propor- 
tion, and color; give delicacy and accuracy 
of touch; develop originality, imagination, 
and Peewee § They cultivate a sense of 
the beautiful, quicken and broaden the 
faculties of: observation, comparison, and 
deduction; sharpen the perception, ripen 
the judgment, and prepare the way for the 
primary, grammar, and high school, the 
college and the university. 

Froebel believed that the first seven years 
of the child’s life are the decisive period 
and therefore the most important of his 
whole existence, 

And here are the opinions of a few think- 
ers of to-day: 

Mr. Hamilton “‘W. Mabie.—‘‘ The kinder- 
garten develops the thought of unity, of 
humanity, and imagination. The greatest 
ages of the world are those when imagina- 
tion ruled, and that is the children’s realm. 
Let the parents meet their children there. 
They don’t know what a joy is coming to 
them when they study the little child.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst.—‘ Industrial 
ignorance is the mother of idleness, the 
grandmother of destitution, the great-grand- 
mother of Socialism and Nihilistic discon- 
tent. So far as the battle of life is con- 
cerned, to train children’s ideas without 
training their fingers is like putting a 
regiment through musket drill; it is healthy 
discipline and affords pleasant dress parade, 
but will avail little before the enemy, un- 
less, with all other acquirements, they have 
learned to shoot.” 

-The Rev. Dr. W. S. Rainsford.—‘Great 
principles cannot be stated in a few min- 
utes, or understood in a few hours. The 
Kindergarten puts play in the right place, 
and that is one great reason why we should 
make it welcome. Men are going to destruc- 
tion every day, failing all through the com- 
munity, simply because they have never 
learned to play, They eat dimners,. tell 
stories, smoke cigars, putting their nerves 
and digestion all out of order, and think 
they’ve had a good time because they’ve 
never learned how to ‘have any better one. 
If these men could be happy with nature 
in the woods and the meadows, they would 
have sounder hearts and truer characters; 
they would be better men and better 
fathers.” 

The Rev. Howard S. Bliss.—‘‘ Froebel’s 
idea is so simple as to be almost illusive. 
The reason why Froebel has an everlasting 
glory is because he saw the fundamental 
and eternal {in the simple. The whole idea 
is expressed in the word ‘ Kindergarten.’ 
He patiently, persistently, and lovingly 
strove to find what was in the child. He 
was a revolutionist in education. Kinder- 
gartners hold the places of the greatest 
privilege and power. To them is given 
even a greater responsibility than that of 
the mother. The work is a gloriqus op- 
portunity; it réaches out into every de- 
partment of life; it will revolunize our life, 
and the time will come when it will be con- 
sidered a blunder anda crime to appoint 
to a school board any one who is not in- 
telligently and sympathetically interested 
in Kindergarten methods.”’

POPULISTS 


DECIDE IN GEORGIA TO WITH- 
DRAW THEIR ELECTORS. 








Their Quarrel with Democrats Has 
Made Them Angry-—Dr. Felton, 
Elector at Large, Resigns, and 
Says He Will Vote for McKinley 
—Many Others Expected to Do the 
Same—Watson Continues to Run 
and Says the EHlectors Must, Too. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct, 21.—Dr. Felton, a 
Populist Elector at Large, announced his 
resignation to-night, and he declared that 
it is his purpose to vote for Mr. McKinley. 
The definite announcement is also made 
that the Populists have decided to with- 


draw their Electoral ticket in Georgia, and 
the semi-officia! statement goes with this 
that the majority of Populists in Georgia 
will vote for McKinley. 


These are the results of the negotiations 
that were broken off so abruptly Yester- 
day by the Democratic State’ Committee. 
The Populists are angry. Mr. Watson went 
to Birmingham, where he spoke té-night. 
Before he left he declared, aS ‘his final dé- 
cision, that he would not come off the 
ticket. 

The apparent conflict between his decision 
and that of the special comimittee of the 
Populist Executive Committee to take dowt 
their Electoral ticket, is not easily ex- 
lained. He has juSt wired from Birming- 
am that the Electors ntust stick. . of 
the Populist Congressional nominees, Col. 
W. L. Peek and Col. Thomas Winn, are au- 
thority for the statement that they are to 
be taken down.

WATSON ATTACKS SEWALL., 


Indignantly Spurns the Suggestion 
that He Shall Withdraw. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala, Oct, 21.—‘‘ Tom” 
Watson paid particular attention to Sen- 
ators Gorman and Hill and Mr. Sewall of 
Maine in a speech he made at Birmingham 
to-night. Speaking of Sewall, he said: 

““ When they say to you, ‘ Take down this 
Southern man, blood of your blood, bone of 
your bone, whose every aspiration is for 
the Southland; when they ask you to lay me 
dying in the dust and let this plutocrat of 


the East wipe his feet on my neck, do you 
want him to do this? 

“Before I would suffer my party to ex- 
pire by this political trick I would die the 
death of a dog. 

“‘I am in the fight, and I am going to 
stay there. My word of honor ‘is out, and 
no threats will make me furl the flag of 
my party. If 1 were to come down my 
people will go further away. They will 
either stay at home or vote for McKinley. 
If I were to come down, my friends would 
feel that their party had been déceived and 
Mr. Bryan’s campaign would collapse in 
Oregon and North Dakota. 

‘“‘The Chairman of the Democratic Party 
in Oregon wired me when it was noised 
abroad that I was going to come off the~ 
ticket not to do so, as they would have no 
time to put out another ticket, and my 
coming off would give that State to McKin- 
ley; my coming down would also throw 
both Illinois and Indiana to McKinley.” 

Watson said Hill and Gorman were faith- 
ful to the Democratic Party only that they 
might be in the better position to keep it 
from fulfilling the pledges it had made. 

Watson spoke to 2,000 persons. In answer 
to a query he said he was in the race to 
the finish. His excoriation of Sewall was 
terrific in violence, but seemed to please 
the audience, which gaye vehement ap- 
plause. 





KOLB ON THE RACK. 


Populists Making It “ Warm ” for Him 
in His Meetings. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 21.—While R. 
I. Kolb, twice the Populist candidate for 
Governor, who recently has forsaken Wat- 
son for Sewall, was making a Democratic 
speech at Columbiana yesterday, he was 
asked by Dr. G. B. Crowe, Populist nomi- 
nee for Corgress in the Ninth District, if he 
had not received $550 from Mark Hanna, at 
Cleveland, Ohio, to aid McKinley to secure 


the delegation from Alabama to the Repub- 
lican National Convention. 

Capt. Kolb’s reply was that he had re- 
ceived $500 for that purpose and that the 
money had been used to that end.

SPOILING BRYAN’S EFFECTS, 


Republican Speakers Preceding Him 
All Over the West. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—One campaign move 
of Chairman Hanna and his shrewd allies 
has resulted in all kinds of sorrow for 
William J. Bryan. This consists in prepar- 
ing the way before the Boy Orator of the 
Platte, by means of a horde of speakers, 
who go just ahead of the silver candidate 
and prepare the soil for the silver seed. 

The Republican speakers herald the com- 
ing of the tripartite orator, and tell the 
people what he is going to say. They have 
studied his speeches, and armed themselves 
with his stock arguments. They tell his 
little stories, spring his, jokes, and bur- 
lesque his arguments. 

When Mr. Bryan comes along his speeches 
are apt to seem weak. In a number of 
towns Mr. Bryan found that his most se- 
rious arguments evoked roars of laughter.

The Directors of the Catholic Uni« 
versity Select Three Names. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The Board of 
Directors of the Catholic University to-day 
made a selection of three persons, from 
whom they will ask the Pope to choose the 
rector of the university. The three persons 
selected by the Directors are the Rev. T. J. 
Conaty, D. D., of Worcester, Mass.; the 
Very Rev. J. F. Mooney of New-York, and 
the Rev. Daniel Riordan of Chicago. The 
board followed strictly the letter of the 
constitution, which says that the rector 
must be a priest. The late rector, Bishop 
Keane, was elected to his position before 
the constitution was approved or enforced. 
It was enacted that the rector will be electe 
ed hereafter for a term of six years. Many, 
names were presented to the Directors viva 
voce. When it came to the selection by bale 
lot, the Very Rev. Dr. Garrigan, acting rec 
tor, positively withdrew his name from the 
list. It was anticipated that the vacancies 
in the board to be filled to-day would be 
filled by the selection of churchmen not in 
sympathy with Archbishop Ireland and 
Bishop Keane. The contrary, however, 
proved to be the case. 3 

The resignation of Bishop Keane as @ 
member of the board, tendered at the same 
time he resigned the headship of the uni- 
versity at the request of the Pope, was de- 
clined. Thds action was, of course, largely} 
due to the personal regard in which the de- 
posed rector is held. Another vacancy had 
been caused in the board by the death of 
Bishop Marty of St. Cloud, who, during his 
life, was a strong adherent of the party 
opposed to Archbishop Ireland, and it hadi 

sed that his successor would ho 
sinter views. Archbishop Riordan of San 
Francisco, a friend of Archbishop Ireland, 
was elected, and this, it is claimed, places 
a strong and influential member of the 
American party in the board. 

The meeting was presided over by Car 
dinal Gibbons, as Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity. Among the other Directors present 
were Archbishop Corrigan of New-York, 
Archbishop Williams of Boston, Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia, Archbishop Ireland 
of St. Paul, Archbishop Chappelle of Santa 
Fé, Bishop Maes of Covington, Bishop 
Foley of Detroit, Bishop orstman of 
Cleveland, Bishop Farley, auxiliary Bishop 
of New-York; Father Thomas E. Lee, pas- 
tor of St. Matthew’s Church of this city, 
and Mr. Thomas E. Waggaman, also 0 
Washington. ‘There were present also as 
ex-officio members of the board, who are 
not entitled to a vote on any of the ques- 
tions presented, Archbishops Elder of Cin- 
cinnati, Katzer of Milwaukee, Riordan of 
San Francisco, Kain of St. Louis, Gross of 
Oregon, and Feehan of Chicago.

RACING LAWS UPHELD. 


The Court of Appeals Says They Are 
Constitutional. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 21.—The Court of 
Appeals has handed down a decision touch- 
ing the constitutionality of the Percy-Gray 
racing laws. The-court does not pass on the 
main point in the racing laws, which allows 
racing for purses and prizes. The decision 
was an affirmance, with costs, of the order 
of the lower court in the case of The Peo- 
ple ex rel. Edward Weaver, appellant, 
against City Warden John Van De Carr of 
New-York City. This was an appeal from 
an order of the Appellate Division, which 
affirmed an order of Special Term dismissing 
the writ of habeas corpus and remanding 
Weaver for trial. 

Weaver was held in New-York City on a 
commitment which sets forth that he was 
indicted for violating Section 351 of the 
Penal Code, better known as the section 
prohibiting poolselling and bookmaking. It 
Was urged that the statute was unconstitu- 
tional, and that by reason thereof the re- 
lator was illegally held, being held for vio- 
lating an unconstitutional law. Judge Mar- 
tin writes the opinion, in which all concur. 
He says: 

“The contention of the appellant is that 
Chapters 570, 571, 572, and 573 of the Laws 
of 1895, known as the new racing laws, 
should be construed and treated as a single 
statute; that as Section 8 of Chapter 570 
authorizes trotting and fair associations to 
conduct races, and it is otherwise provided 
that the maintenance of a race course shall 
not be construed as a violation of any of 
the anti-gambling provisions of the Consti- 
tution, it falls within the prohibition of the 
anti-gambling provision, and is, consequent- 
ly, void. It is also further contended that 
as that chapter is. void, it follows that the 
succeeding chapters are also void. 

“A careful examination of Chapter 570 
fails to disclose any provision authorizing 
poolselling, bookmaking, or gambling, un- 
less it be held that the authority conferred 
upon the organizations mentioned to hold 
trotting or running race meetings for prizes 
or purses is gambling within that provision 
of the Constitution. That a statute au- 
thorizing racing for prizes or purses 
is gambling within the meaning of the 
provision referred to, must, to say the 
least, be regarded as doubtful. But we do 
not deem it necessary to determine that 
question at this time, as it seems manifest 
that the contention of the appellant, that 
if Chapter 570 is unconstitutional, it foliows 
that Chapter 572, which amended Section 
351 of the Penal Code, is for that reason 
invalid, cannot be maintained. Presump- 
tively Chapter 572 is valid. We think we 
would not be justified in holding that these 
several acts are so connected, dependent, 
and interwoven that the Legislature would 
not have passed Chapter 572 independ2ntly 
of the other chapters referred to. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that this claim of the ap- 
pellant cannot be upheld. 

“The act amending Section 351 is entirely 
independent of the other acts, and at most 
provided that where there is an existing 
law upon the same subject, certain of the 
provisions of Section 351 shall not be ap- 
plicable. We think it cannot be fairly said 
that the provisions of this statute are in 
conflict with any of the provisions of the 
ee and hence they should be up- 
held.”’ 

Weaver was indicted for poolselling in vio- 
lation of Section 351.

A NOBLE FIGURE. 


When Justin S. Morritt of Vermont 
takes his seat on the 4th of March next 
as United States Senator, he will enter 
on the thirtieth year of his service in 
the Senate and on the forty-second year 
of continuous service in Congress, and 
will be nearly eighty-seven years of age. 
That is a remarkable record for its mere 
unbroken length. It is far more remark- 
able for the qualities it has demonstrat- 
ed. Mr. MorriLu is not what can accu- 
rately be called a man of commanding 
ability. He has not been a leader of men. 
He has not sought the honors of leader- 
ship in the sense that many of his col- 
leagues have sought them. But during 
his long career he has been a clear-head- 
ed, hard-working, upright, fearless, and 
strong representative of the best senti- 
ment of one of the best communities in 
the Union. He has shirked no duty, he 
never dodged a decision, he has not con- 
eealed or waived his convictions, and to 
the subtle corruption of political ambi- 
tion or cowardice he has been as un- 
approachable as he would have been to 
a lobbyist’s bribe. 

He came irto Congress by election to 
the House in 1854, the first year of the 
National organization of the Republican 
Party. In all the great struggles of that 
party, for the restriction of slavery, for 
the maintenance of the Union, for the 
preservation of the fruits of the victori- 
ous war, he took a useful and honorable 
part. In the protective policy of the 
party he has always been a sincere be- 
liever, as he has been one of the keenest 
of its advocates. But his distinction for 
the last twenty years has been his un- 
flinching, uncompromising, and often 
brilliant advecacy of sound money. Here 
he has of late years stood almost alone, 
but with just as much firmness and spirit 
as when he was one of the vanguard of 
a solid and aggressive party organiza- 
tion. 

To-day there is no mate for him on the 
Repubiican side in the Senate. He is sep- 
arated from the otherg almost as much 
by his superidr integrity and consistency 
as by his years. Nor, since Mr. BAYARD 
retired, is there any one on the Demo- 
cratic side with whom he can fairly be 
joined. In comparison with Mr. Hoar, 
who approaches him most nearly, the 
latter suffers by a certain flabbiness of 
mind. Mr. SHERMAN it would be unkind 
to measure with him. Mr. ALLISON falls, 
unfortunately, slightly below Mr. SHER- 
man. And most of the rest are mere 
party units, making up what DISRAELI 
called the “ brute vote.’”’ Such distinc- 
tion, while it is refreshing in itself, is 
discouraging also, for Mr. .MorRILuL is 
simply the survivor of a group which 
thirty years. ago was not only strong, 
but considerable in number. 


What has wrought the change? Mainly 


two forces. One is the stronger attrac- 
tions, since the war, of the various prizes 
of private life, for men of unusual abil- 
ity, the relative unimportance of our 
limited National politics compared to 
our unlimited industrial and commercial 
development. The other is more remote, 
and has reinforced the first. It is the 
demoralization of National politics by the 
immense rewards held out to mere po- 
litical organizers under the protective 
tariff. The vast pecuniary interests de- 
pendent on our elections have compelled 
the employment, not ot leaders, but of 
managers, and have made Mr. Quay and 
Mr. HANNA greater powers in politics 
than the soundest statesmen. This latter 
force, hostile as it is to the progress and 
right development of the Nation, is, we 
are confident, one that has passed the 
point of greatest influence. With the 
gettiement of the financial issue, the pol- 
Mies of the country will become more 


sane an@ Wholesome. We look to the 
election of Mr. McKINLEY, narrow pro- 
tectionist as he is, as the beginning of 
the end of protection as a controlling 
element in the public affairs of the coun- 
try.

DR, PARKHURST’S MISTAKE. 

Dr. PARKHURST has won a high reputa- 
tion for zeal in purifying public life, for 
disinterested labor in good causes, for en- 
ergy, fidelity, and courage in the face of 
great difficulties. It is a reputation of 
which any citizen may be proud, for 
it is richly deserved. But it brings 
with it grave responsibility which a man 
less known or known as a less worthy 
citizen would not incur and which for 
the moment Dr. PARKHURST must have 
forgotten when he made his remarks on 
the McLaughlin decision of the Court of 
Appeals. ‘Is it not possible,’ he asked, 
“that a Court of Appeals may come to 
consider that its prime function does not 
consist so,much in avenging the offended 
dignity of the law as in conjuring up 
erudite devices that advertise its own 
profundity, humiliate the inferior courts, 
disappoint the public, and canonize the 
criminal? ” 

This is, in our judgment, inexcusable. 
It is in bad taste, being flippant. It is 
unjust, implying motives that &re at best 
a matter of inference, and in this case of 
unfounded inference. It is unintelligent, 
imputing to the action of the Court of 
Appeals consequences that are highly 
improbable, and it includes an offense 
against the English language of which 
no clergyman should be guilty, since by 
no stretch of imagining can giving even 
a guilty man a new trial be conceived as 





“ canonizing’’ him. 

Next to the actual purity, fairness, and 
dignity of the court of last resort in any 
State is its reputation for those qualities. 
A court that “advertises” itself, that 
wantonly ‘“‘humiliates” lower courts, 
that ‘disappoints the public’’ in any 
reasonable expectation, and that gratui- 
tously so honors a “ criminal” that even 
a hot-headed minister calls it “ canoniz- 
ing’’ cannot be said to be either pure or 
fair or dignified. If a court were really 
guilty in this way, every honest man 
who could prove its guilt should de- 
nounce it. But to denounce it rashly 
without proof is to undermine respect for 
law and order. It is to do for the Court 
of Appeals and the State of New-York 
what we ail condemn Bryan for doing 
for the Supreme Court and the United 
States. 

Doubtless Dr. PARKHURST did not see 
that this was what he was doing; but it 
was, and to those who admire him for 
his past service and rely on him for fut- 
ure service—as we do—it was a painful 
error. 








PRINCETON AND POLITICS, 

There has never been in this country a 
celebration of a literary festival more im- 
pressive and dignified than Princeton has 
been making of the one hundred and fifti- 
eth anniversary of its foundation. The 
readers of THE TIMES have been kept ad- 
vised of the progress of this celebration 
and are aware of the valuable contribu- 
tions to “the humanities’’ which it has 
been the occasion of eliciting from foreign 
as well as from American scholars. The 
culmination of the festival was reached 
yesterday in the commemorative oration 
and the commemorative poem which 
alumni of the college offered to their 
Alma Mater. 

We publish all that we can make room 
for of Prof. Wooprow WILson’s elo- 
quent and thoughtful address. It seems 
a strange time to be holding an academic 
festival and calling men of affairs back 
to “the still air of delightful studies” 
from the heat and turmoil of a Presiden- 
tial campaign. This Presidential cam- 
paign, moreover, is by common consent 
that in which deeper and larger issues 
involved than any that has been 
fought since the civil war. Prof. Wi L- 
SON evinced in his address a conscious- 
ness of this apparent incongruity. The 
burden of his oration was a demonstra- 
tion that the incongruity was only super- 
ficial, that in fact the present situation of 
this country, although he did not directly 
refer to it, made an effective appeal for. 
the work of education which Princeton 
has been doing for a century and a half. 
“The Scholar in Politics” has been the 
subject of innumerable college orations. 
But we do not recall a time when schol- 
arship in politics was more completely 
vindicated and sciolism in politics more 
effectually condemned than now by the 
nature of the issue upon which the voters 
of this country have divided. 

It was not necessary for the orator at 
Princeton to draw his moral more ex- 
plicitly than the strict proprieties of the 
occasion warranted in order to bring it 
home to every imtelligent hearer and to 
every intelligent reader. What “ the hu- 
manities’’ confer is a practical, uncon- 
scious, instinctive recognition of the con- 
tinuity of history and of the “ solidarity ” 
of mankind. In older countries than ours, 
and even comparatively in the older parts 
of our own country, such a recognition 
is foreéed upon the sense by the presence 
of visible memorials of the past, and as 
the oldest part of our country is the sea- 
board, the interdependence of civilized 
nations is to the dwellers upon the sea- 
board a tangible and realized fact. To 
the dwellers in the newer and inland re- 
gions there are no visible reminders of 
the past or of abroad. There is in such 
regions nothing but education to remind 
a man that there is a past older than his 
parents or that there is a world beyond 
the sea. Hence it is that in such regions 
it is a popular delusion that we can haye, 
as Mr. Bryan keeps saying, “an Ameri- 
can financial policy,” that, as his plat- 
form puts it, we can maintain a com- 
modity of world-wide use at twice its 
market value “ without the aid or con- 
sent of any other nation on earth.” 

It must have been of the present condi- 
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thinking when he said: “ Nothing seems 
audacious to us, for our case seems to 
us to stand singular and without paral- 
lel. We run in a free field, without heed 
of example.” ‘‘ The°world’s memory,” he 
Says again, ‘‘must be kept alive or we 
shall never see an end of its old mis- 
takes. We are in danger to lose our iden- 
tity and become infantile in every gen- 
eration.” The safeguard against Bryan- 
ism is the increase in the number of edu- 
cated men, the multiplication of ‘“ the 
scholar in politics.’ The public useful- 
ness, the public necessity, of such insti- 
tutidns as Princeton was never clearer 
than it is on Princeton’s one hundred and 
fiftieth birthday. 








AIMED AT THE FOREST PRESERVE. 

The people of this State have had 
80 much difficulty in securing the pro- 
tection of the Adirondack forests from 
destruction by lumbermen, and by the 
fires of camping parties and locomotive 
engines, that the Constitutional Con- 
vention of two years ago adopted, an 
iron-clad prohibition against any inva- 
sion of the forest preserve as then 
“fixed by law.” It declares that the 
lands owned by the State within the 
preserve “shall be forever kept as wild 
forest land,” and that none of it “ shall 
be leased, soid, or exchanged, or be taken 
by any corporation, public or private, nor 
shall the timber thereon be sold, re- 
moved, or destroyed.” Every effort to 
modify this section ‘was voted down in 
the convention, and it was the only one 
reported which was adopted by a unani- 
mous vote. 

This provision is really too rigid, but 
it was made so because experience had 
proved that the Legislature and the 
commission created by it could not be 
trusted to exercise discretion. They had 
been more subservient to the vandals 
who sought to profit by denuding the for- 
est lands ard drying up the soirces of 
our rivers than careful of the interests 
of the State and its people. Under a 
properly devised and wisely administered 
system, it would be better to permit the 
judicious cutting out of the older trees 
as a means of keeping the forests in§a 
more flourishing condition. Under intel- 
ligent and honest management it might 
be an advantage to provide for leasing 
lands for legitimate use in the enjoy- 
ment of the forest preserve subject to 
strict public supervision. 

But the proposed amendment relaxing 
the rigidity of the existing section of 
the Constitution, which is to be submit- 
ted to a vite at the coming election, em- 
anates from the wrong source, and has 
an evil purpuse. It should be voted down 
with emphasis. It gives to the Legislat- 
ure precisely the discretion which the 
Constitutional Convention refused to 
grant, and it comes from the very lum- 
bermen who have been the most insidi- 
ows enemies of forest preservation and 
who have always contrived to have a 
remarkable influence with Legislatures 
and Forest Commissions. 

Besides permitting the Legislature to 
authorize the leasing of parcels of five 
acres of land within the forest preserve 
“for such term as it may by law fix” 
for camp and cottage purpose, it gives it 
power to exchange lands owned by the 
State outside of the preserve for land 
not owned by it within the preserve, or 
to sell the outside lands and use the pro- 
ceeds to purchase those inside the bound- 
aries. This has a plausible look, but it 
is said by the best informed defenders 
of the forest to cover a nefarious scheme. 
Owners of land within the boundary of the 
State preserve have stripped much of it 
of timber, and it is no longer of value to 
them, while the State has timbered land 
outside upon which they have cast cov- 
etous eyes. They would like to do some 
profitable exchanging and buying and 
selling with an easy-going commission, 
not,for the purpose of completing the 
State’s forest preserve, but for their own 
profit. 

The State shoule not sell an acre of 
its present forest land wherever it-may 
be situated, or exchange it for any pri- 
vate property. There is nothing in the 
Constitution now to prevent it from ac- 
quiring any land within the limits of 
the preserve that may be desirable to 
add to its wooded domain, and it does 
not need to do any trading except to 
purchase the needed tracts at their prop- 
er value. No door should be opened for 
dickering with the lumbermen and giving 
them a chance to skin any more timbered 
territory belonging to the State. We need 
a more enlightened system of forestry, 
but this Constitutional amendment is*not 
intended to secure it. 








OF INTEREST TO WORKINGMEN, 


While there is abundant proof on every 
hand of the paralyzing effect of the cam- 
paiga upon business and industry, due 
to the assault upon the currency stand- 
ard, there is some evidence which espe- 
cially deserves attention, owing partly to 
the relation of it to the interests of 
workingmen and partly to the fact that 
it points so clearly to the very marked 
improvement which must follow the de- 
feat of BRYAN. 

The great iron and steel factories in 
the Pittsburg district have on hand hun- 
dreds of orders for work, all conditioned 
upon the election of McKiNuey. That Is 
to say, customers in all parts of the 
country have completed negotiations 
with the manufacturers for the purchase 
of material to be used in undertakings 
involving the expenditure of millions of 
dollars, but the condition is attached 
that the orders shall be canceled on the 
day following the election, if it shall ap- 
pear that Bryan has been successful. 
The work to which these orders relate 
has been postponed, to the great disad- 
vantage of workingmen. The projects 
will be abandoned after election, if the 
silver candidate wins at the polls. But 
they will be taken up promptly after 
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election day, if all uncertainty as to the 
money standard shall have been removed 
by the votes of the American people on 
that day. 

There has been published a long list 
of proposed issues of bonds, deferred by 
cities and towns until after the election, 
owing to the natural desire of lenders to 
know in what kind of dollars they will 
receive payment. In a majority of cases, 
the money has been needed for some time 
past for use in the employment of labor 
on public improvements. Because it 
could not be obtained, laborers have had 
no opportunity to do the work. The 
election of BRYAN would deprive them of 
it. The election of MCKINLEY will give 
it to them with very little delay. 








FIFTH AVENUE, 


Gen. CoLuis’8 statement in yesterday’s 
Trmes of his work in the improvement 
of Fifth Avenue is of interest to every 
inhabitant of this island. There is no 
New-Yorker who is not concerned in the 
attractiveness of the city, and there is 
no surer means of increasing that at- 
tractiveness than of making the central 
avenue of the island and the approach to 
its principal pleasure ground worthy of 
its function and importance. 

Gen. CoLuis has taken advantage of 
the necessity of digging up the avenue 
for the purpose of modernizing an anti- 
quated and outgrown system of drainage 
and laying new water mains to provide 
for it the smooth and noiseless pave- 
ment which is imperatively required. 
fact, the need for such a pavement was 
almost as evident when the present 
rough and noisy pavement was laid as 
it is now. To lay a pavement of gran- 
ite blocks, when the superiority of as- 
phalt for such purposes as those of 
Fifth Avenue had been so abundantly 
shown in other cities, was a blunder 
which reached the proportions of a crime. 
Whether there was anything of corrup- 
tion in the decision to relay a discred- 
ited pavement, or whether that decision 
was the result of mere offical incompe- 
tency, does not matter so far as the re- 
sult is concerned. It is good news that 
not only the dwellers along the ave- 
nue, but those who have occasion to use 
the street, are to be delivered from the 
plague of noise, and that silence is com- 
ing, “like a poultice,’ “to heal the 
blows of sound.” 

No doubt Gen, CoLuis will avail him- 
self in paving the avenue of all the les- 
sons which our experience with asphalt 
have taught, some of which he enumer- 
ates. But it must be said that it is very 
nearly futile to pave an avenue with 
reference to pleasure driving if it is not 
reserved for the purpose for which it is 
prepared. The association for the pro- 
tection of Fifth Avenue has gained the 
consent of everybody concerned to a 
restriction which is the minimum of 
what the public has a right to demand. 
This restriction must be enforced by 
law if the improvement of the avenue is 
to produce its proper effect. 








Mr. McCLELLAN should without fur- 
ther delay make to the National Democ- 
racy of the Twelfth District a perfectly 
frank statement of his views upon the 
one issue of this campaign. 








We trust the report is not true that 
Gov. MoRTON contemplates pardoning 
JoHN Y. McKanw out of prison on the 
that he has been ‘punished 
enough,” put forward by Judge GAYNOR, 
who was largely instrumental in bring- 
ing the notorious malefactor of Graves- 
end to justice. In presenting this plea, 
Judge GAaYNor says that when imprison- 
ment is “for punishment principally as 
a warning to others and in order to pre- 
serve the political and social order,’ the 
term should not be longer than is nec- 
essary for that end, and he thinks that 
McKane’s “fall and disgrace, coupled 
with almost any term of imprisonment, 
would have been at once a woeful pun- 
ishment and a salutary warning to oth- 
ers.” But if he should be pardoned now 
the chief impression left on the public 
mind would not be that of his “fall and 
disgrace,’’ or the term of imprisonment, 
but that of the pardon itself, which con- 
veys an idea of a remission of penalty. 
That would belittle his crime and greatly 
impair the effect of the warning. 








J The influence of the churches is coming 
to be cast more and more openly on the 
side of National honesty and public or- 
der. The open letter against Bryanism of 
Bishop Spyrmour of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Diocese of Quincy, Ill, is espe- 
cially significant because its author has 
never taken sides in politics and would 
not now take sides if he regarded the 
issue as one of ordinary politics. He has 
voted but once since the war, but this 
year he finds it his duty not only to 
vote, but to speak out against the at- 
tempt to debase the currency, to intimi- 
date the courts, and to raise a sectional 
issue, 








The tetal registration in Chicago is re- 
ported at over 385,000, while that of this 
city is only about 331,000. There must 
be something the matter here, for surely 
the population of Chicago does not ex- 
ceed that of New-York. There are some 
women registered out there, but ngt 
many, and a much larger proportion of 
the male population must be enrolled as 
voters than here. The registration here 


-is much smaller than it ought to be, and 


this is probably due in some measure to 
the indisposition of many Democrats to 
vote this year and a feeling that the re- 
sult is a foregone conclusion by an enor- 
mous majority. There are many aliens 
here who have not become citizens be- 
cause of the more strict application of 
the naturalization law and the provision 
of the present Constitution requiring a 
voter to be a citizen for ninety days be- 
fore the election. This has not only prac- 
tically shut down the “ naturalization 
mill” during the canvass, when there is 
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the strofigest incentive tessa 
voters, but caused a decided falling off 
in its output for the rest of the year. 
In Chicago they have been rushing the 
naturalization process with scandalous 
energy and expanding the registry with 
every available name, while cries of 
fraud fill the air. ‘

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 








—A law passed last year by the Wis- 
consin Legislature permitted the killing of 
deer in November, instead of in October, 
as under the law of 1898. The change 
was made because in the latter month the 
does resort to open glades in the forest, 
and were slaughtered in large numbers, 
while in the former they hide themselves 
in impenetrable thickets, and it was op- 
posed because in the cooler weather of 
November pot-hunters could too easily pre- 
serve and ship to market great quantities 
of venison. Now the new law has been 
declared invalid, and, as the decision came 
in mid-October, the open season this year 
will be only fifteen days long. The Wis- 
consin papers rejoice at this, for it will 
give the deer a comparative rest from pur- 
suit and a chance to multiply in peace. 





——HAMILTON SMITH, the English mining 
engineer and manager is expected to reach 
San Francisco about Nov. 1, and soon after 
to conclude arrangements by which 44,000 
acres of land in Mariposa County wiil pass 
into the hands of the Exploration Company 
of London. This is the organization which 
recently bought the Anaconda Mines in 
Montana, and which owns immensely valu- 
able properties in South Africa, Alaska, 
and Oregon. The Mariposa land is an old 
Mexican grant, originally owned by Gen. 
FREMONT, and acquired for $5,000,000 some 
years ago by Senator JONES, ALVINZA Hay- 
WARD, the Hobart estate, and J. W. Mac- 
KAY. It contains many already developed 


great value, on which no work has yet been 
done. 





— Now that the Sultan has at last been 
forced to recognize passports issued by the 
United States Government, such of his for- 
mer subjects as have become naturalized 
American citizens can visit Turkey with 
safety. This has not been the case hither- 
to. The Turkish theory is that no Turk can 


the Porte’s permission. As such permission 
is never granted, it is never asked, and the 
Turkish authorities have always treated 
with contempt the evidences of foreign nat- 
uralization, however perfect, which return- 
ing ex-Turks have presented. This was an 
outrageous condition of affairs, and was en-

‘THE FARMER'S POSITION. 


To the Editor ef The New-York Times: 

The nearer the day of the election ap- 
proaches the more do the signs of an over- 
whelming defeat of the repudiation candi- 
date increase. Still there is an undercur- 
rent of uneasiness which, followed to its 





sources, is seen to spring from a belief that - 


the farmer of the States which will give 
the decisive votes is strongly in favor of 
the Chicago ticket and will so cast his vote 
as to endanger the success of the sound- 
money candidate. This view is founded on 
statements of his desperate condition assid- 
uously ciraulated by his present “ friends.” 
The low price of farm produce has pauperized 
him. The mortgage on his farm is taking 
the roof from his head. All this ts to be 
remedied by changing the ,currency and 
giving him a greater number of counters 
in place of the gold dollar, which is cursed 
with the power of buying too many goods. 
All this is based, however, on a total mis- 
conception of the position of the farmer, as 
can be seen from a comparison of the 
amount of farm mortgages with the value 
of the farms. 

I will‘take the whole Northern Middle 
section in iNustration, as this is the battle- 
ground of the campaign. I place side by side 
the number of mortgages ‘“‘on acres” in 
force on June i, 1890, with the amount of 
these mortgages, and in separate columas 
give the values of farm lands, farming ma- 
chinery, and live stock for 1880 and 1890: 
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This ta®Ble bears strange testimony on 
the alleged distress of the farming classes. 
It is a queer exhibit upon which to enter 
the Bankruptcy Court and offer a scaling 
down of debts at the rate of fifty cents on 
the dollar. It is doubtful whether an equal 
state of prosperity has ever been reached 
by any large class of people, as is chroni- 
cled here in the progress of the largest 
propertion of our agricultural States during 
these ten years. They were the years in 
which the “crime of ’73” had played such 
hayvoe on farm produce, and made the 
farmer such an object of the solicitude of 
the economic and financial quack. It will 
be seen from a brief é¢xamination: 

1.—That the increase in the values of 
farms and farm stock over the figures of 
the preceding census is more than twice the 
entire amount of mortgage debts on farms. 

—~-That the total amount of indebtedness 
is but one-seventh the value of farm prop- 
erty. 

3.—That in the newer States, where it is 
supposed that the discontent is greatest 
and debts press most heavily, the smallest 
ratio of mortgages to the ratio of increase 
of value exists. The States lying west ef 
the Mississippi have all increases of two 
hundred per cent. and over, while the 
States east of the Mississippi average in 
the neighborhood of one hundred per cent, 
in the ratio of mortgages to increase of 
farm vaiues. This is but natural, as the 
olier States have had a longer period in 
which to grow in wealth. The largest pro 
rata increase in wealth is always in the 
first decades of Statehood. But the absolute 
pro.ertion of mortgage debt to farm values 
of iarther Western States is still but one- 
fifth to one-sixth of their entire mortgage 
debt, and this is a most satisfactory sign, 
in view of the brief history of their exist- 
ence and their rapid growth in wealth. 

It is further to be added that the two 
years succeeding the census year weré re- 
markable in this, that phenomenally large 
crops brought largely increased prices. 
The crops were short in Europe, and the 
large demand ensuing on our big crops, at 
advanced prices, helped now a little in re- 
ducing the mortgage indebtedness of these 
Western States to a considerable extent. 
Wheat in the census year averaged 83 cents, 
as the export price for the year, but in 
1891 it averaged 93 cents, and in 1892 108 
cents; and corn in 1890, 42 cents, averaged 
57 cents in 1891 and 55 cents in 1892. 

The exports of breadstuffs averaged for 
the three years, ending with the census 
year, $135,000,000. In the calendar year 
1891 they amounted to $232,622,000, and 
in 1892 to $248,211,000. All this excess, 
minus the incidental charges, went to the 
farmers, in addition to the higher prices 
received for what was retained for home 
consumption. The mortgages on Westera 
farms were considerably reduced in these 
two years, as was well understoed at the 
time. The fall in prices, which so much 
is made of now, dates then only a few 
years back. Up to 1893 the position of 
these farming States was an extremely 
fortunate one. The solid foundation upon 
which we have seen them based certainly 
has not been sufficiently impaired to change 
it in an extreme manner. If they have 
suffered, it is in consequence of. the very 
agitation .of their pretended friends, the 


fiat money and silver advocates, The fear 
as to the stability of the currency has 
depreciated values and depressed prices of 
all commodities. Why should pricés of 
farm products be exempted, with the 
added cause of the over-supply of the last 
few years, which is also now teaching its 
natural destination in larger demand 
springing up abroad?- The farmer wil! 
again show his ‘‘friends”’ that he has been 
traded on quite needlessly. He understands 
the situation. His “ friends,’ with me, 
Bryan at their head, will know on Noy.

She Does It in Order to Become the 

‘ Bride of Italy’s Crown Prince— 

The Couple on the Way to Rome 

in the Royal Yacht Savoia—A 

Stop at Paris, Where the Princess

ROME; Oct. 2i1.—The Italian royal yacht 
Savoia, with the Prince of Naples, Crown 
Prince of Italy; Princess Helene of Monte- 
hegro, his fiancée, and the members of the 
reigning family of Montenegro on board, 
arrived at Bari to-day. The royal couple 
@re en route for Rome, where thé mar- 


riage of the Prince of Naples to Princess 
Helene will take place on Oct. 24. The 
party were welcomed at Bari with great 
enthusiasm. 

The ceremony of the formal reception inte 
the Catholic Church of Princess Helene of 
Montenegro as a prerequisite of her coming 
marriage to the Prince of Naples was per- 
formed in the Church of St. Nicholas, at 
Bari, to-day. The Princess was somewhat 
fatigued as the result of her voyage to Bari 
On board the Italian royal yacht Savoia, 
the weather having been stormy, but her 
magnificent physique enabled her to ge 
through the ceremony without the slight- 
est sign of flagging. The weather was 
stormy, rain falling incessantly, but the 
streets were filled with people and enor- 
ous crowds gathered in-the vicinity of 
the church and cheered the Princess and 
the Prince of Naples when they entered 
the edifice and again when they left it. 

After the ceremony the royal party pro- 
teeded to the Savoia, on board of which they 
re-embarked and sailed en route for this 
city. They are expected to arrive here 
some time to-morrow forenoon. 

Nearly all of the royal relatives of the 
Prince and Princess have arrived in Rome. 
The Dowager Queen of Portugal and the 
Duke of Oporto are expected to-morrow, 
when Princess Helene and her suite will 
also reach Rome. The Prince of Naples 
will precede Princess Helene, traveling by 
special train, in order that he may be 
enabled to receive her upon her arrival. 
The work of decorating the city is in prog- 
ress, and the people who are not engaged 
in watching the floodéd Tiber are engrossed 
in the preparations for the wedding, which 
is to take place on Saturday next. 

The principa) decorations are along the 
Via Nazionale, where numerous gilded 
arches outlined in gas jets have been erect- 
ed and nearly all of the balconies and win- 
dows are hung with bunting and other brill- 
fant. colored fabrics.

Considers the Charge of Mr. Bryan 
that Workingmen Will Be Co- 
erced into Voting Against Their 
Convictions Absurd, Yet the Re- 
publican Committee Will Do Any- 
thing in Its Power to Protect the 
Rights of Citizens. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Chairman Hanna of 
the Republican National Commiitee this 
morning gave to the press the following an- 
nounecement: 

“The manifest policy of the silver Dem- 
ocratic managers in this campaign, as set 


forth by their camdidate for President short- 
ly after his nomination, has been to create 
the belief in the minds ef the workingmen 
that they were being coerced by their em- 
ployers to vote contrary to their convic- 
tions. : 

“The Chairman of their National Com- 
mittee, the Hon. James K. Jones, has em- 
phasized this policy in a proclamation in 
which he boldly charges the employing 
classes of the country with having entered 
into a conspiracy to coerce their employes 
into voting contrary to their opinions. This 
is a very grave charge, and it has now as- 
sumed a form that justifies giving it some 
attention. 

“To coerce a voter is a crime against the 
laws of the land, and if Messrs. Bryan and 
Jones know of coercion they made them- 
selves accomplices of the criminals by not 
informing the proper authorities and taking 
steps for prosecution. 

“While we consider the charge absurd, 
and believe that American workingmen and 
employers are too independent and patriotic 
either to be coerced or to coerce, the Re- 


publican National Committee will do any- 
thing in purd gett to protect workingmen in 
the free and untrammeled exercise of their 
rights as citizens, and will cheerfully unite 
with the National Democratic Committee 
in any movement having that object in 
view. 

“Coercion of voters is not only an un- 
American, unpatriotic, and despotic usurpa- 
tion of the rights of a free citizen, but it isa 
wrong that will inevitably recoil upon its 
perpetrators. It is an arbitrary use of 
power that is in direct conflict with the 
principles of our Government. 

“The civil compact of the majority rule 
means free majorities, for whose protection 
all Constitutional powers should be used, 
and without which a political victory would 
be barren of results worthy of a great 
party. This committee will spare no pains 
to secure to every citizen, whatever his 
politics, the right to cast his vote accord- 
ing to his convictions and to have his vote 
honestly counted.” 





WOULD DISMISS ANY COERCIONIST, 


United States Cireuit Judge Caldwell 
Replies to Questions. 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 21.—A local paper 
publishes a reply to a telegram sent to 
United States Circuit Judge Henry C. Cald- 
well, at St. Paul, as to whether he would 
order an investigation made if complaint 
that the discharge of an employe of a 
railroad under Federal court receivership 
had been made for political reasons. Judge 
Caldwell says: 

I would order anh investigation of a 
complaint that an employe of the court had 
been discharged for political reasons, and 
if the complaint, upon investigation, ap- 
peared to be well founded, I would at once 
order the dismissal of every receiver, gen- 
eral manager, or other officer or employe 
of the court having anything to do with 
discharging or threatening to discharge em- 
ployes for political reasons. And it would 
be sufficient ground for removing the re- 
ceiver or general manager if they had rea- 
son to believe that such unlawful coercion 
was being practiced or threatened by any 
of their subordinate officers or employes 
and took no step to investigate and sup- 
press it. 

The foundation stone of the Republic 
is the free suffrage of the citizens. It is 
the Constitutional right of every legal voter 
to vote as he pleases. Any interference 
with this fundamental right of the citizens 
by a court would be a high crime, deserv- 
ing impeachment, and any employe of the 
court who attempts to coerce other em- 
ployes of the court to vote otherwise than 
according to their own judgment and free 
choice, by threats of discharging them from 
the service of the court, or by the use of 
any other illegal means, would merit and 
would receive instant dismissal from the 
service of me court, without regard to his 
ank or position.

His Theory as to the Cause of Hard 
Times in His State. 


To the Editor of The New.Vorh Times: 

Your paper of several days ago contained 
an unjust and partisan impeachment of 
Kansas and her people in an article taken 
from one of the most unscrupulous and 
unconscionable political papers of the State, 
which had a purpose to subserve. That 
purpose lay in the direction of a deprecia- 
tion of the State, where, only two years 
before, the aim of the paper lay in the con- 
trary direction, and then the slogan of 
itself and party was, ‘‘ Stand up for Kan- 
sas,”’ and nothing it could print was too 
fulsome in praise of Kansas, her advan- 
tages, and her people. 

But now that it sees the political founda- 
tion slipping from beneath its feet, it is a 
horse of a different color, and it waxes 
wroth and rends its garments in slander- 
ous efforts to account for the exodus of 
some three or four hundred thousand peo- 
ple from the State, shifting the responsibil- 
ity for it upon its opponents, who had a 
Short reign here two years ago and sadly 
disturbed the status of the old party that 
held sway for thirty years and left the 
people in debt to the tune of three or four 
hundred millions and had brought the State 
to a scale of expenses greater than that of 
the old Staté of Indiana, three times as 
great as that of the wealthy State of Con- 
necticut, and equal to that of two or three 
of the most considerable Southern States 
put together, so that our taxes were double 
those of the adjacent State of Missouri, so 
much praised in comparison with Kansas 
in the article referred to. 

And this, remember, was in a State newly 
settled by people of small means and of 
no means at all, who fled hither to get 
homes without money and without price. 
To such a people the $13,000,000 a year 
they pay in taxes is a burden of itself not 
to be borne without severe deprivation. This 
taken in connection with what followed 
literally crushed the economic life out of 
thousands, and compelled them to flee the 
State and look for greener pastures and a 
more genial financial clime, This hegira 
of people is not confined to Kansas. Ne- 
braska has shared it till a score or two of 
her western counties are well-nigh de- 
serted, and as in Kansas, a traveler over 
twenty miles of her territory once well- 
settled does not see a human abode—only 
the remains of the structures that formerly 
occupied every quarter section. 

Minnesota reports 40,000 families evicted 
from their homes by foreclosure and sale of 
their premises from undér the poor and 
heart-broken occupants—four or five to the 
family, remember. Nebraska undoubtedly 
comes in for an equal number, and Kansas 
twice as many. 

Think of a single law firm in one of the 
interior counties of the State having 1,200 
cases of foreclosure on hand at one time 
and many rural papers containing forty 
foreclosure sales in a single number, and 
so for two or three years in succession! 

But how did such a state of things come 
about that made all this necessary and un- 
avoidable, you ask? That involves a some- 
what lengthy story, which I will abbreviate 
as much as possible. After the Congress of 
the United States in its saturnalia of cor- 
ruption and plunder in 1870-72 had dumped 
most of the unsettled lands of these States 
into the maw of the great railroad corpora- 
tions and syndicates, and speculators had 
gobbled the residue, the two set about dis- 
posing of their booty, and to that end hur- 
ried up the work to the uttermost extent, 
aware. that it was problematical whether 
the country known as the great plains was 
available for cultivation on account of its 
droughty character and the hot winds that 
swept over it in Summer. 

To facilitate the sale of the land they 
organized a boom and “roped” all the 
“blowers” and newspapers of the older 
States into their service to advertise the 
country as a veritable garden of Eden, at- 
tractive and lovey beyond the power or 
ability of pen to describe. Their retainers 
did manful service in this line, since they 
were exorbitantly paid for it; and poor, 
unsophisticated human nature fell into the 
trap by the hundred thousand. ‘Their pict- 
ures of splendid farms, with orchards and 
vineyards, residences, and outbuildings post- 
ed on every school house and at every cross- 
roads in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Ken- 
tucky were too seductive for the hard-work- 
ing denizens of those States to resist, and 
they “pulled up” and started for the 
paradise so attractively depicted, little 
reckoning that they were on the road to 
sorrow and ruin, 

The tale told by all as they sadly with- 
drew from the country with broken-down 
teams and disappointed hopes was about 
the same, and a most woeful recital. Each 
told how he entered the land with splendid 
teams and appointments, and commenced op- 
erations with a section of land and on a big 
seale; erected ample buildings, and broke 
up 820 acres which he planted to corn, and 
for three years didn’t raise a bushel, as 
the hot winds came in July and parched 
everything up inside of three days, al- 
though before that it looked promising in 
the extreme. His garden, which on a cer-

he made preparation to spend his Hfe. 
Among other things he planted several 
thousand trees, only to see them all wither 
and perish from drought and hot winds.

For exampie, Jay Gould having bought the

20,000,000, forthwith proceeded to capitalize 
it at $60,000,000. And then, as he branched 
out and ramified the State with his lateral 
roads and feeders, he pursued the same 
policy of doubling up his stock, and thus 
laid production under unjust contribution 
and answered all complaints as to his itl- 
gotten gains in the well-known language 
of the father of the Vanderbilts, of this 
generation. So that the section of the State 
not forced to combat nature was but little 
better off than the other, since it had the 
monopolist arrayed against it, who is even 
more relentless than the elements. 

The farmer is thus left high and dry 
without funds even to pay his taxes. The 
Secretary of our State Board of Agriculture 
a few years ago showed that the corn crop 
‘of Kansas for 1889 cost the farmers millions 
of dollars more to raise than it was worth; 
and the crop of 1890, by the same authority, 
was worth scarce half what it had cost. 

I have taken no note of the times and 
their effects on the Western as well as the 
Eastern farmer. There are many disputed 
points connected with the subject, at the 
East particularly. In the West we are 
pretty unanimous as to the cause of the 
hard times and the effects on the farmer, 
and, indeed, on every other legitimate vo- 
cation. 

For example, the yield of wheat per acre 
in 1872 was twelve bushels, and the value 
per acre about $15. But in 1895 the yield 
per acre, although nearly fourteen bushels, 
had fallen to less than $7 per acre. And 
the value of the crop from 21,000,000 acres 
in 1872 was over $70,000,000 greater than 
the value of the yield from 34,000,000 acres 
in 1895. This is according to she statistical 
abstract of the Treasury Department at 
Washington. 

The Board of Agriculture of Illinois re- 
ported a few years since that the corn crop 
of that State for ten years previous had 
cost the farmers $7,000,000 more than it 
would fetch. 

So much for results. For causes we re- 
member what John A. Logan and John 
Sherman told us before the work of con- 
traction and demonetization commenced in 
18738, and it has all come sadly to pass, so 
that we have reason for believing Moses 
and the prophets. 

Logan in a speech in the Senate said, (and 
Sherman re-echoed it in full as strong 
language:) 

“Tf this policy is carried into effect, I can 
see the prairies of Illinois and of the great 
West, now blooming with cheerful homes, 
again sinking back to idleness and the mort- 
gage fiends at their hellish work. I can 
see the hopes of the farmer blasted as he 
burns his corn for fuel because its price will 
not pay the transportation and dividends on 
fictitious railway stocks and bonds. I can 
see our people of the West groaning and 
burdened under taxation to pay debts of 
States, counties, and cities incurred when 
money was plenty and bright hopes of the 
future were-held out to lead them on. 

“T can see the producers of the West re- 
duced to serfdom to pay interest on public 
and private debts to the money sharks of 
Wall Street, and Threadneedle Street, Lon- 
don, and I can see no benefit to any one 
except to money holders and those who 
have fixed incomes,” + 

Logan said this and whole columns more 
to the same effect. As John Russell Young 
said in his final summing up of the late 
Chicago Convention as correspondent of 
The New-York Herald, ‘‘ The West is angry 
and is swept by a wave of discontent. This 
discontent is based on the indifference to 
any interests but those of monopolies at 
Washington. Corporate schemes are _ so 
multiplied and vast that they block the 
way in Congress. Neither party takes a 
proper interest in measures of vital interest 
to the people. The result is rebellion ex- 
pressed in the nomination of Bryan—this_ 
and nothing more.”’ 

I have thus tried to answer the question 
so often interpolated in the petulant, ribald, 
and ill-natured article in your paper of 
Oct. 7 entitled ‘‘ Raising Cain in Kansas,”’ 
without imitating the author either in ani- 
mus or style, but in a candid, sensible, and 
unobtrusive manner.

Joseph and his 
Brothers Samuel and Herman began busi- 
ness by peddling dry goods in carts in the 
Streets of Brooklyn. A few years later the 
three brothers opened a Httle store at Sixth 
Avenue and Hart Alley. They opened an- 
other store at 192 Myrtle Avenue in 1876 
under the name of Wechsler Brothers. In 
1802 Jeseph Wechsler formed the firm of 
Wechsler & Abraham, at 422 Fulton Street. 


He later retired, and this firm ther became 
Abraham & Straus. 

Three years ago Joseph. Wechsler resumed 
business at Fulton Street and Bedford Ave- 
nue, and established the firm of Wechsler & 
MeNulty, and upon Mr. MecNulty’s retire- 
ment a year later, took his two sons into 
partnership and carried on his business. un- 
der the name of Wechsler & Sons. 

He was a Director of the Brooklyn Bank 
and also of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum of 
Brooklyn. He was a Director of the Eagle 
Storage Warehouse and a2 prominent meim- 
ber of the Temple Israel. During his busi- 
ness career he amassed a fortune of $2,0u0,- 

The most of his property consisted of 
real estate. He owned the site of the new 
Montauk Theatre and the Crescent Athletie 
Clubhouse, on Clinton Street, Brooklyn, and 
some real estate in New-York City. 

Two years ago a bomb was sent to Joseph 
Wechsler by some unknown person. The 
package was opened by his wife. The bomb 
exploded, and Mrs. Wechsler was slightly 
injured. ?

EMY OF MUSIC. 





Mr. Woodruff, His Companion on the 
Republican State Ticket, Also De- 
livers an Address—The Candidate 
for Governor Declares that the 
Ofly Promise That Is Made by 
the Democratic Pasty Is Revolu- 
tion and Disaster. 


Frank S. Black and Timothy L. Woodruff, 
Republican candidates for Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor of the State, made 
speeches last night to a Brooklyn audience 
that crowded the Academy of Music. 

Mr. Black was introduced by ex-Senator 


Jacob Worth. He was hoarse and said he 
Was very tired. He asked the audience to 
keep quiet, which they did. so well that he 
could be heard all over the house during 
his entire ‘speech. He said he would not 
speak long, and he kept his promise, talking 
exactly twelve minutes. It was not the or- 
dinary campaign speech. Finance and the 
tariff were scarcely mentioned. This is 
what he said in part: 

“If the blind attempt to lead the blind it 
is quite likely that both will fall into the 
ditch. If to blindness of the leader is added 
the further disqualification for leadership of 
viciousness, then will the leadership be in- 
deed unsafe. When great movements are 
to be carried forward the leaders should not 
only be able to see the road, but they 
should also be able to point it out to others. 
The human race is so constituted that all of 
us, to a certain extent, rely upon those who 
are stronger than we. This is particularly 
true in the administration of public affairs.”’ 

A tribute was paid to the early states- 
men of this country, and the speaker said 
that those men upon whom we have here- 
tofore relied we should not now forsake. 

“ We can’t always guarantee against dis- 
aster under any circumstances,” he said. 
“All this country guarantees is protection 
and equal rights for all. Those who are 
not willing to enjoy the privileges guaran- 
teed, and render the small returns exacted, 
are not worthy of American citizenship.” 

Mr. Black then defined the duties of citi- 
zenship. ** All these things I have been 
talking about,” he added, “‘ are not repre- 
sented by the presen: leaders of the ma- 
jority of the Democratic Party. Those 
jeaders encourage rebellion against good 
citizenship, and the evils of their doctrines 
are now felt, not only throughout this 
country, but all over the world, for Ameri- 
can intiuence extends into all nations. 

‘““We don’t want to retard progress by 
clinging to useless laws, but it would be 
wiser to do that than to rush headlong into 
ill-considered changes. Old policies are not 
always the best, nor are old leaders always 
wiser than their children, but the respect 
to which age and wisdom and success are 
entitled should, and, I believe, will force 
those who are now wandering, back to their 
senses before they have voted away a policy 
honorable, successful and safe, for one 
whose only promise is revolution and dis- 
aster.’’ 

Mr. Woodruff made a forty-minute speech. 
He had a hard time with the top gallery, 
which a speaker later on said was filled 
with Democrats, because “the Democrats 
always take a back seat.’’ The crowd kept 
up a fusillade of questions and comments 
until Mr. Woodruff called on the police to 
restore order. He spoke on the tariff and 
silver questions. 


They Heard Chauncey M. Depew. 


Chauncey M. Depew spoke last night to a 
great crowd of Republicans and sound- 
money Democrats at Sulzer’s Harlem River 
Park, John Kerr was Chairman of the 
meeting, which was organized by the Re- 
publican clubs of Harlem. Mr. Depew made 


a characteristic speech, which aroused tre- 
mendous enthusiasm. 





THEY TALK ABOUT FRAUD, 





Tammany Lenders Say a Number of 
Men Registered Illegally. 


The Tammany Hall leaders have dis- 
covered what they claim to be evidence of 
fraud and colonization in the large number 
of men who have registered in some of the 
Assembly districts upon only a thirty days’ 
residence in their election districts, 

Election Inspectors are very often apt to 
put down on their blanks the fact that the 
voter has lived thirty days in the election 
district without regard to the possibllity 
that the voter might have lived in the elec- 
tion district for thirty weeks or thirty 
months. 

This may explain away all of the im- 
portance there may be in the announce- 
ment which Tammany made yesterday that 
its agents had discovered that there were 
nearly 1,000 “ thirty-day men” in the Thir- 
ty-first Assembly District, of which the 
Tammany leader is ex-Police Justice Welde 
and the Republican leader is Commissioner 
Silas C. Croft. 

“Our men have made a close examination 
of the records,” said Mr. Sheehan yester- 
day, “‘and they find that only a very few 
of these ‘thirty-day men’ are legally en- 
titled to vote. As soon as our investiga- 
tions are completed in this and other As- 
sembly districts the attention of the Police 
Department will be called to what has been 
ascertained. We believe that the extraor- 
dinary number of men who are returned 
@s having only lived in their election dis- 
tricts for thirty days, indicates that efforts 
have been made by some persons to colonize 
voters.”’ 

A list of the “ thirty-days’”’ residents in 
each election district of the Thirty-first 
Assembly District was furnished. It varies 
from 7 such registered voters in the Seven- 
teenth Election District to 56 in the Sixth 
Election District, and 190 in the Forty-sec- 
ond Election District. In the latter district 
the total registration was 350. The total 


registration in the Thirty-first Assembl 
District was 12,207. m : —

No Debts, Practically, James C. Car- 
ter Says, and Sound. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 21.—The United 
States Court listened to the Bay State Gas 
troubles to-day. The most prominent in- 
dividual was James C. Carter of New-York, 
representing the Bay State Gas Company 
and J. Edward Addicks in the argument 
on the matter of the @ppointment of the 
temporary receivers for the mompany 
named by Judge Wales last week. 

Roger Foster of New-York and Anthony 
Iliggins, counsel for the temporary  re- 
ceivers (Dwight Braman and J. A. McCau- 
ley,) filed affidavits alleging that J. Edward 
Addicks, Parker C. Chandler, and Charles 
H. Kittinger, representing. the Gas Com- 
pany, are in contempt of court in having 
refused to give up the books and papers of 
the company. Mx Foster said the papers 
had not been found, although search had 
been made for them in five States. He 
alleged that the books and papers had been 
concealed and said he had affidavits to 
prove the allegation. . 

James C. Carter, in behalf of Mr. Ad- 
dicks, denied that there had been any con- 
tempt. He also held that the interests of 
stockholders would not be defined by the 
charge of contempt, and that question was 
held over until to-morrow. 

Mr. Carter denied the charge that the 
company was insolvent; held that it “had 
practically no debts; that no specific allega- 
tions had been made by Buchanan; that 
only general and sweeping charges of fraud 
and mismanagement had been made; that 
the company would be injured by going into 
the hands of receivers, and that the action 
by Judge Wales last week ought not to 
stand. e dwelt upon the point that the 
attack on the company was unwarranted. 

Roger Foster, counsel for Mr. Buchanan, 
followed in reply. He held that the declara- 
tions submitted to the court last week were 
amply sufficient to warrant the appointment 
of temporary receivers. He began to dis- 
sect the declarations of his clients, and held 
that Mr. Buchanan was justified in stating 
that ‘‘accordin;' to information and be- 
lief ’’ the affairs of the gas company were 
not as they should be. 

Anthony Higgins followed Mr. Foster for 
William Buchanan. He supported the ac- 
tion of the couit in appointing temporary 
receivers, and was speaking when court 
adjourned until to-morrow. 

Mr. Foster, in his speech to-day, made 
the charge tha’: fraud had been committed 
in the management of the affairs of the 
company, 





VERDICT ON CRANE’S DEATH. 


Builders the of 


Buildings Held Responsible, 


The Department of Buildings has been 
held jointly responsible with F. H. Hawk- 
ins and Antonio d’Andrea for the collapse 
of the building at 1,078 Madison Avenue on 
Sept. 26 last. 

By the fall of this building Robert J. 
Crane, a workman, was killed, and a num- 
ber of others were seriously injured. The 
inquest was finished by Coroner Fitzpatrick 
yesterday, and the jury found the follow- 
ing verdict: 

“We find that Robert J. Crane came to 
his death on Sept. 26, 1896, at 1,078 Madi- 
son -Avenue, by being crushed while em- 
ployed on the building, a portion of which 
collapsed while in course of erection. 

“The cause of the collapse was the 
buckling of the stone foundation wall be- 
tween the cellar wall and the first tier of 
beams, said wall being the north wall to- 
ward the rear. The failure of this wall was 
due to absolutely worthless mortar, im- 
proper stone, and imperfect workmanship.

We 
deplore that a lack of finances ties the hands 
of the Department of Building, while the 
law calls upon it to perform inspections, 
which, under the present conditions, are 
practically a physical impossibility to the 
available force.’’ 

The Coroner fixed the bail for the men at 
$5,000, which was furnished for d’Andrea 
by Matthew C. Kervan, a contractor, and 
Marcellus H. Barilati, a Mulberry Street 
banker. A warrant was issued for the ar- 
rest of Hawkins. The other men who had 
been held ,were discharged.

McGILLICUDDY’S “ PANTS ” WERE 
BURNED BY RED FIRE. 


Ridiculous Experiences of the Follow- 
ers of Gen. Michael Kerwin and 
ex-Police Commissioner Murray as 
They Marched and Rode Through 
the East Side’ for McKinley and 
Hobart—Headgear Carried Off by 
Skyrockets. 


“Holy smoke! I'll be burned alive! Now! 
Put me out! Me pockets is full o’ red fire 
’n rockets ’n Romin candles. Fer hev’n’s 
sake get me out.” 

Yells, shrieks, and execrations came from 
Canal Street, in front of No. 41, at 8 


o’clock last night. A crowd that was try- 
ing to find a harmonious chord in the dili- 
gent wind work of a German band, cried 
for silence, and hundreds of others joined 
it. 

“* Me leg’s afire ’n me pockets is full o’ sky 
rockets. Fur heav’n’s sake ketch me before 
I go up!” on 

Michael McGillicuddy uttered these words, 
and well he might. He had been a big man 
in the grand patriotic demonstration in 
“de Ate’’ until he was put to the fire test 
in front of the Tenth Ward Athletic Club, 
41 Canal Street. 

Michael was master of the red fire, can- 
dles, rockets and such, at a mammoth 
street parade of ex-politicians, butchers, 
bakers, plumbers, peddlers, push-cart men, 
grocers, blacksmiths, and other gentlemen 
who favor the choice of Charles S. Adler for 
the Assembly. 

His first duty was to set off red fire at the 
start of the parade, when “ Charlie’’ Co- 
hen, the livery-stable keeper, led 300 men 
under whom he had put horses that knew 
more about bells than beaux. 

Up in the air went the throat-filling 
smoke, and up in the air a second later 
soared the first shriek of Michael McGilli- 
cuddy. 

“* Me panse!” he howled. ‘“ Me nse is 
afire, and they is dynamite in me close.” 

A policeman rushed through the crowd 
that was waiting to see a human skyrocket, 
knocked Michael down, rolled him a few 
times in the gutter, and then stood him 
up, a sorry picture, in a one-legged pair 
of trousers and with a pained expression 
on his face. 

Kind friends removed from Michael’s 
pockets turee rockets, four packages of red 
fire, a dozen roman candles, and a few 
pinwheels. As he walked away he mut- 
tered: 

‘* They’ll pay dear fur me vote this year.” 

Then the Adler parade started into seren- 
ity, and for half a block there wasn’t tke 
least sign of trouble. But somebody who 
doesn’t know a thing about the aiming of 
skyrockets began to shoot. 

Michael Kerwin, who was Lin gp 3 a 
horse, fell on its neck and escaped, but 
“Sam ’”’ Schunr, the butcher, was not so 
fortunate. The rocket struck his ~ 

“I'm killet deadt,’’ he screamed: as his 
silk headgear went sailing through the win- 
dow of a house across the street. 

Not a thing happened for another half-~ 
block. Then Moe Gardner, the butcher, 
stopped his horse and reached to shake 
hands with his friend ‘‘Ike” Butler, the 
painter. Moe and his horse were enemies, 
apparently, and so Moe landed on the pave- 
ment. 

Patrick MecShike, the peddler, screamed 
for a half, and as he did so his restive steed 
kicked over the cart of an Italian, who 
swore he would have money or a life. A 
long argiment followed, and a policeman 
settled it after a protracted debate. 

The parade then went on, and at last it 
reached the reviewing stand, the rooms of 
the Lincoln League, 272 Grand Street.

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., Oct. 21.—W. 
T. Rambusch, the absconding banker from 
Juneau, Wis., killed himself here last night. 
Rambusch came here a week ago and reg- 
istered at the hotel as C. T. Anderson. He 
had been visiting the battlefields since. He 
shot himself in the National Cemetery here, 
The body was found in a sitting posture, 
the hand still grasping the pistol with 
which he had shot himself in the right 
temple. He left a note saying he ,wished 
to die. among his comrades. One hundred 
dollars was found on the body. 

It was evident from papers found on 
Rambusch’s person that he had contem- 
plated suicide, but was hastened in com- 
mitting the deed as soon as he did by the 
appearance in yesterday evening’s papers 
of a cut of himself and a detailed account 
of his crime. He addressed a letter to the 
Presbyterian minister asking that he offer 
@ prayer over his grave and beg heaven’s 
protection to his wife and daughter. He 
requested that his remains be buried here, 
and that parties named by him be tele- 
graphed to come here and identify his 
body, that his family would have no trouble 
in securing the insurance money. He 
claimed that when he came here he was 
in ill health and had been ordered by his 
physician to seek rest and recreation, and 
as he had not visited the battlefields of 
this section since he participated in the 
stormy scenes of the war, he had come to 
this place. 3 

He had no effects with him save a small 
hand satchel in which were a change of 
underwear and a few other small belong- 
ings and the. $100 found on his peers. This 
he requested be used in settling his un- 
paid hotel bill and funeral expenses. He 
was very methodical in all he did, and 
went to his death with a deliberation and 
calmness that ony. a man of iron nerve 
could command. hose who came in con- 
tact with him here were impressed with 
his intelligence and dignified manner. The 
verdiec of the Coroner’s jury was “ Mur- 
dered by his own hand.” 

Telegrams have been_ received from 
friends in Wisconsin and New-York, but 
as they were somewhat conflicting, the

Surrogate Abbott, in Brooklyn, has signed 
an order directing Broker Josiah J. White 
of 186 Columbia Heights to show cause 
Nov. 5 why he. should not be removed as 
administrator of his wife’s estate. The 
order is based upon affidavits.

“It is too late now

“The Government of this country is pass- 
ing rapidly and surely into the hands of 
the West and South. New-York and Penn- 
Sylvania are very important States, but no 
longer decisive of the result. New-England 
has ceased to be of any importance. She 
has thrown away her power in the Senate, 
as well as in the Electoral College, by 
voting to admit a crowd of mining camps as 
egual States. Y ’ 

"The States which will decide this elec- 
tion, and all the Presidential elections for 
the next twenty years, are Iliinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin, providec the 
Southern and mining States remain united. 

** Recent history shows an increasing ten- 
dency on the part of our people to swing 
violently from side to side. It is tolerably 
certain that no one political party will re- 
main in power for more than eight years to- 
gethér, and highly probable that none will 
remain in power for more than four years. 

“Tf this view of the future is correct, 
and provided the defeat of the silver can- 
didate at this election is assured, the ques- 
tion of who shall control the Democratic 
organization in 1900 becomes one of im- 
mense importance. 

*I do not hesitate to say that it would 
be better that Mr. Bryan should be elected 
now and bring the disaster and ruin which 
would be involved in a sudden drop to a 
silver basis, than that he, or any one of his 
views, should be elected in 1900. Better to 
have the panic and disaster, get througn 
with it and learn once for all the lesson 
which it teaches, than to have four years 
more of doubt and uncertainty, with a still 
worse panic at the end of it. 

“It is my belief, based upon long observa- 
tion and study of American politics, that 
the Republican Party will be defeated in 
1900, no matter whether the opposing party 
is for or'‘against the free coinage of silver. 

Large Palmer Vote Necessary. 

** A very large vote for Palmer and Buck- 
ner in the East and West would give the 
sound-money Democracy a commanding po- 
sition. A very small vote for them would, 
in all probability, perpetuate the control of 
the silver men in the Democratic Party. 

“The Chicago silver platform is expected 
to add to the, Democratic vote the votes of 
the 1,500,000 Populists of 1894, and to pro- 
cure, besides, about thirty Electoral votes 
in the mining regions, which, on another 
issue, would have gone for the Republican 
candidate. If 2,000,000 gold Democrats vote 
for McKinley, their votes will be lost in 
the general mass. One million votes for 
Palmer will be worth more, in a Democratic 
reorganization, than 3,000,000 Democratic 
votes for McKinley. 

“It would really be absurd, moreover, 
for any Democrat in New-York who intends 
to remain a Democrat to vote for McKin- 
ley. This State will unquestionably give 
McKinley an immense majority, under any 
circumstances. If Democrats of the South 
and West are left alone to vote for Palmer 
and Buckner our Western and Southern 
friends will justly feel deserted. We owe 
it to our Southwestern friends especially 
to join hands with them and to maintain 
the banner of a true Democracy, instead 
of merging ourselves in a party which, in 
their eyes, represents nothing but monopoly, 
oppressive combinations and tariff extor- 
tions. . 

“* Much said about the necessity of 
having an immense majority for McKin- 
ley, in order to settle this question. But, in 
reality, a comparatively small majority for , 
McKinley, combined with an immense vote 
for Palmer, would have twice as good an 
effect. 

“ Again, it is urged that we ought to run 
no risks. The answer to this is simple. If 
our voles are really needed, then, the ma- 
jority for gold would be so small as to pro- 
duce nearly all of the bad effects of an ab- 
Solute defeat, If McKinley were elected 
and yet the vote for him and for Palmer 
taken together did not immensely exceed 
that fer Bryan, we should have all the 
panic arising from the fear of the silver 
Standard, without any of the benefits 
which would come from a settlement of 
the question. ; 

“It would really be better, in the iong 
run, that McKinley should be defeated by 
a small majority than that he and Palmer 
together should have only a small majority. 

“There is no question whatever that we 
can vote in this State for Palmer with ab- 
solute safety; that so many Demograts will, 
in spite of all persuasion, vote for McKin- 
ley as to secure to him an immense ma- 
jority, and that we are relieved from all 
responsibility on the general issue, while 
there rests upon us an unusual share of 
responsibility for rescuing the great Demo- 
cratic Party from mismanagement, putting 
it once more on a sound basis and making 
it worthy of victory in the cause of free 
trade, sound money and good government.”

ARMENIANS STILL DETAINED. 





Residents of Ramseys, N. J., Ask that 
They May Land. 


The Armenians who were detained by 
Commissioner of Immigration. Senner on 
Monday are still at Ellis Island, although 
Strong efforts were made yesterday to get 
permission for them to land. Among those 
who appeared before Dr. Senner to plead for 
the refugees was the Rev, James Wannister, 
President of the Ramseys Valley Union of 
the Christian Endeavor, who said that the 
protest from citizéns’ of ‘Ramseys, N. J., 


was the result of a misunderstanding of the 
case. They object to the colonization of the 
Armenians on the Salvation Army farm at 
their place, but since they have learned 
that the farm is to be utilized merely as a 
distributing point, they have withdrawn 
their objection. In fact, several citizens of 
Ramseys who signed the protest have now 
signed the petition for the release of the 
Armenians, 

No action was taken yesterday by Dr. 
Senner, but it is probable that a decision 
will be reached to-day. It is understood 
that a number of wealthy citizens of New- 
York and Boston have announced their will- 
ingness to sign bonds for the Armenians. 





SHOT BY A POLICEMAN. 





Disastrous Consequences of a Brook- 
lyn Man’s Attempt to Escape. 


A young man who describes himself as 
Herbert Shannon and claims to be a teacher 
of languages was shot in the leg by Police- 
man Dietrich of the Ninth Precinct, Brook- 
lyn, who arrested him for trying to break 
into F. D. Gotschen’s grocery store at Sum- 


ner Avenue and Kosciusko Street at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning, 

Shannon said he lived at 201 Bedford 

Avenue, but that was found to be false. It 
is believed he gave a false name, as he 
said he belonged to a respectable family in 
Brooklyn and did not want his friends to 
know of his predicament.

ALLEGED MURDERER CAUGHT. 








Brooklyn Police Believe They Have 
Another Mefia Assassin. 


Antonio Giglio, a shoemaker, of 177 
Wyona Avenue, Long Island City, was held 
in the Adams Street Police Court, Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon, ona charge of murder. 
It is claimed that on the night of May 28 
Giglio shot and killed Salvatore Serio in a 
saloon at 93 Union Street, Brooklyn. 

Serio was a barber. He employed Gra- 
chino Cochiaro, who came from Boston. 
There Cochiaro had given testimony against 
an Italian murderer and the Mafia had de- 
creed his death. Serio was warned of this, 
but paid no attention to threats. He agreed, 
however, to take Cochiaro to any place the 
Mafia might select.

Three arrests were made at the time and 
the prisoners are awaiting trial.

He denies that he was in the 
saloon when Serio was killed.

HYDRANTS OF ALL KINDS. 





Gen, Collis to Have an Exhibition that 
He May Get Modern Ones, 


Commissioner Collis of the Department of 
Public Works is preparing for an exhibi- 
tion of hydrants, such as are in use in 
various cities of the United States, as well 
as of the latest devices for such appliances, 
with a view to improving the system used in 
this city. The exhibition will be given at 
the Corporation Yard, 487 East Twenty- 
fourth Street, Nov. 10, and will be in 
charge of Alonzo G. Gear, General Fore- 
man. 

Mr. Gear is making extensive prepara- 
tions for the exhibition. He expects to have 
all the best hydrants represented. Com- 
missioner Collis has sent circulars to the 
fire departments of different cities, which 
have replied by sending descriptions and, in 
some cases, illustrations of their present 
systems. Manufacturers have also been in- 
vited to exhibit their most improved appli- 
ances, and have consented to take part in 
the exhibition. 

One of the assistants in Mr. Gear’s office 
said yesterday that New-York is far be- 
hind neighboring cities in respect to its 
water system, even Hoboken having more 
modern and efficient street hydrants. This 
is due, he said, to the fact that the city is 
prevented by law from adopting any pat- 
ented device, and cannot, therefore, make 
use of an improved system until after the 
patent has expired. As a consequence, the 
hydrants are of an antiquated and inefficient 
design. 

“In case of a big conflagration,’’ he said, 
“there would be great danger because of 


these poor hydrants. We have three kinds 
on the streets, each one a little worse than 
the other. These are the oldest and worst 
(pointing to a lot of them piled in a corner) 
and are used in the annexed district. These 
are not much better, and are used down 
town, and on the side streets. This kind, 
which is bad, but a little more modern, is 
being put down on Fifth Avenue. 

“It is-Gen. Collis’s idea that an exhibit 
of good hydrants and the necessary com- 
parison of them with our poor ones, will 
aid him in getting the law changed so New- 
York can get the best system of hydrants 
that has been or may be devised.”’ 

The exhibition .will be open to the press 
and to persons interested in the public 
works of the city. 





TWO WOMEN SUPERVISORS. 


Jennie B. Merrill and Mrs. Mary 


E, Williams Appointed. 


At the meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion yesterday Dr. Jennie B. Merrill was 
appointed Supervisor of Kindergarten In- 
struction, at an annual salary of $2,000.

COUNTERFEITERS CAPTURED 


DISTRIBUTED COIN THROUGH 
RAILROAD CONDUCTORS. 








Henry T. Basford Had the Plant for 
Manufacturing the Coin in His 
Conductors’ Boarding House on 
Glenmore Avenue, Brooklyn—Ed-

The capture of Conductors Guffin and 
Conlin of the Nassau Electric Railroad in 
Brooklyn a_ short time ago, who were 
charged with giving counterfeit coin in 
change to passengers, stimulated Secret 
Service Agent Bagg to special effort to 


capture other similar culprits and the man- 
ufacturers of she spurious coin, and he has 
been successful. 

Since Saturday he and his assistants have 
entrapped the manufacturer of the coun- 
terfeits and Edward Tompkins, a private 
detective, who acted as a go-between, and 
an ex-conductor, on the Broadway Cable 
Road, who, it is alleged, passed a large 
quantity of bogus half dollars. 

The leader of the gang, it is alleged, is 
Henry T. Basford, seventy-eight years old, 
who is the proprietor of boarding houses at 
521 Second Street and on Glenmore Avenue, 
Brooklyn. He also was arrested. It is be- 
lieved it was he who was behind the coun- 
terfeiting operations of Knapp and Fagan, 
who wefe recently arrested for conducting 
a suprious-money plant on East Twenty- 
third Street. 

At Basford’s house, on Second Street, last 
Saturddy the Secret Service men found 
many counterfeit coins, and at his Glen- 
more Avenue house the counterfeiting 
plant was discovered, and on the same day 
Edward Tompkins was arrested with his 
pockets full of spurious fifty-cent , pieces. 
He was apprehended at Beekman Street 
and Park Row, this city. He is thirty-six 
years old, and has conducted a private 
detective agency at 55 Broadway since 
1879. He worked as a conductor on the 
Broadway cable road during eight months 
of last year. His home is in Newark, N. J. 

Michael Eagan, 23 years ajd, the third 
man arrested, lives at 182 Madison Street, 
this city. He is also an ex-Broadway cable 
car conductor. Dagan was captured last 
Tuesday night, and bogus coin was found 
upon him. Agent Bagg says the man has 
passed large quantities of bad coin. 

Basford is said to have carried on 
counterfeiting under cover of his boarding 
houses, for years. 

The examination of the men has been set 
by Commissioner Shields for Saturday. 
Basford is held in $15,000 bail, Tompkins in 
$10,000, and Eagan in $7,500. Tompkins, 
having waived examination, is held for the 
Grand Jury. 


A NEW ELECTRIC COMPANY. 








West Side Property Holders Organiz- 
ing a Concern of YVheir Own. 


West side property holders, who have been 
for a year or more advocating improve- 
ments in the lighting facilities of the dis- 
trict lying between Fifty-ninth and One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Streets, are or- 
ganizing a company to supply electric serv- 
ice. Articles of incorporation will be filed 
this week for the West Side Electric Com- 
pany, with William A, Mitchell, E. C. Si- 
monson, and Charles V. ‘E. Gallup as ‘incor- 
porators. 

Application will be made to the Subway 
Commissioners for subways along West 
End Avenue, and thence to points on the 
Western Boulevard, the intention being to 
ultimately occupy a subway on the last- 
named thoroughfare.

It is proposed to supply current for the run- 
ning of passenger elevators as well as for 
lighting. 

The Subway Commission has authorized 
the construction of subways on West End 
Avenue between Seventy-second and Eight- 
lieth Streets, and a part of the work has al- 
ready been done, 





FLESH AND SON GO FREE. 


Man Who Was Mysteriously Shot Re- 
fuses to Accuse His Boy. 


William D. Flesh, who was suspected of 
having shot his father, Arnold Flesh, on 
Sept. 18, in the Hotel Peteler, was yes- 
terday discharged by Magistrate Kudlich 
in Essex Market Court. 

As Arnold Flesh had stated in court and 
in an affidavit that his son did not shoot 
him, and as there was no one in the room 
but the two men at the time of the shoot- 


ing, Arnold Flesh, until yesterday, was. held 
= a charge of having attempted sui- 
cide. 

Prior to the hearing yesterday father 

and son sat side by side in the court room 
and chatted pleasantly, 
When the case was called Arnold Flesh 
refused to make a charge against his son, 
and when he was asked if he shot himself 
he refused to answer, saying that he did 
not wish to incriminate himself. This an- 
swer stopped all questions in relation to 
an attempt at suicide, and as there was no 
charge against young Flesh and no evi- 
dence against the father, on motion of 
Assistant District Attorney Battle, both 
were discharged. 

Father and son smilingly left the court 
room together. 





Contesting John Moriarity’s Will. 


Taking of testimony in the contest over 
the will of John Moriarty, who was a fur- 
niture dealer of 1 Fourth Avenue, and who 
died in July last, leaving an estate of $100,- 
000, was begun before Surrogate Fitzgerald 
yesterday. The contestant is the widow of 
the decedent, whom’ he totally ignored in 
his will, leaving his entire estate to be 
divided equally between Mary A., the wife 
of his brother, Thaddeus Moriarty, and 
Thaddeus’s son, John J. 

The contest is brought on the ground of 
mental incapacity and undue influence. The 
evidence yesterday was that Moriarty was 
a heavy drinker, that he had been many 
times in various hospitals to be treated for 
alcoholism, and had acted in a manner 
that showed him to be mentally unsound. 
It is also claimed that Moriarty was un- 
der his brother’s control, and that two poor 
brothers who were also cut off do not con- 
test for the reason that Thaddeus also ex- 
ercises this control over them. ;

MOTHER AND BABE RUN DOWN. 


Both Terribly Injured by a Columbus 
Avenue Cable Car. 


Mrs. Mary Bryan of 12 Charles Street, 
Bridgeport, Conn., with her baby, Eliza- 
beth, two years and a half old, in her arms, 
while crossing the car track at Columbus 
Avenue and Sixty-first Street, was knocked 
down by a car of the Columbus Avenue line 
early yesterday morning. 

As Mrs. Bryan started to cross the street 
a north-buound cabl2 car came along, with 
Peter Campbell manipulating the grip. 

When the car reached thé crossing the 
mother, with the child in her arms, stepped 
upon the track. She was knccked down 
and dragged for nearly a hundred feet. 

The first elevated railroad pillar: which 
Mrs. Bryan was dragged past by the car 
caught her skirts, and she was thrown 
against it. Then a woman who had gone 
to her assistance seized her, and by main 
force dragged her from the track. The 
baby had been wrenched from its mother’s 
arms, and when the car was stopped the 
baby was found lying on the traék under 
the car, which had to be lifted before the 
child could be released. The baby was un- 
conscious, its left -foot was crushed and 
hanging by shreds of flesh, and its face and 
body were badly bruised. 

Car Inspecter Bishop picked up the sense- 
less child and ran with it at top speed to 
Roosevelt Hospital. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Bryan was lying uncon- 
scious on the pavement. The woman who 
at first went to her assistance tore up her 
white skirt and, improvising bandages, en- 
deavored to stanch the flow of blood from 
the injuries Mrs. Bryan had received. 

When the ambulance arrived from Roose- 
velt Hospital Mrs. Bryan, still unconscious, 
was lifted tenderly into the vehicle and 
taken to the hospital. There it was found 
that her right leg was terribly crushed and 
she had serious internal injuries. 

She recovered consciousness while the 
doctors were attending to her injuries, but 
was so weak that they would not allow her 
to be questioned. Mrs. Bryan and her baby 
are in a critical condition, and it is feared 
they will not survive. The gripman was ar- 
rested and is held to await the result of the 
injuries, 


REV. J. D. MORRISON ELECTED. 


He will Be the New Bishop of the 
District of Duluth. 





The House of Bishops of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church adjourned yesterday 
after electing the Rev. Dr. John D. Morri- 
son, Archdeacon of Ogdensburg, in the 
Diocese of “Albany, and rector of St. John’s 
Church, Missionary Bishop of the district 
of Duluth. 

It was the intention at first to elect two 
new Bishops, but it was finally decided to 
leave the district of Asheville vacant for 
the present, and place it under the super- 
vision of the Bishop of North Carolina. 
The financial condition of that diocese 
would not permit the appointment of an- 
other Bishop. Provision has been made by 
people of the Minnesota Diocese for the 
Duluth Bishop. 

The Bishops assembled at 10 A. M, yes- 
terday, but soon after went to Calvary 
Church, Fourth Avenue and Twenty-first 
Street, where the communion service was 
held. After the service the vote for the 
hew Bishop was taken. 

The Rev. Dr. Morrison is fifty years old. 
He was born in Canada, gnd was graduat- 
ed from McGill University. He received his 
degree of D. from Union College. His 
first charge in the United States was at 
Christ Church. Herkimer, N. Y., where he 
remained for six years. Then he went to 
Ogdensburg, where he has been for about 
fifteen years, Dr. Morrison is of Scotch 
descent, and is a well-known scholar in 
languages, especially Hebrew and Greek. 
For six terms he has been appointed Arch- 
deacon, and twice was elected clerical dep- 
uty to the General Convention of the Epis- 
copal Church. ¢ 
The election of the new Bishop will have 
to be confirmed by a majority of the stand- 
ing committee of the dioceses of the 
Church. and Bishops not present at the 
meeting will vote by mail, but this voting 
will only be a formality, and that Dr. Mor- 
rison will be Bishop of the district of Du- 
luth is assured. 





Contract for Bridge Tower Awarded. 


The new East River Bridge Commission 

met yesterday and awarded the contract 
for building the New York tower of the 
bridge to Patrick H. Flynn of Brooklyn, 
the cantract price being $883,150. The fac- 
ings of the tower are to be of granite and 
the backings of limestone. Mr. Flynn was 
the lowest of twelve bidders, his bid being 
$426,150 for all granite and $383,150 for 
granite and limestone. 
Mr. Flynn offered to put up $5,000,000 in 
bonds for the satisfactory completion of the 
work. The matter of the bond will be dis- 
cussed next Friday.

MR. ROOSEVELT SAYS HE SHOULD 
ANSWER CHARGES. 





Anxious to Take Up the Case as Soon 
as Possible—Declares the Court of 
Appeals’ Reversal of Decision in 
McLaughlin Case Will Have a Bad 
Effect upon the Discipline of the 


Force—New Charges Against 


Devery. 


At the meeting of the Police Board yes+ 
terday President Roosevelt had something 
to say in regard to the case of Inspector 
William W. McLaughlin, who was granted 
a new trial on Tuesday by decision of the 


Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Roosevelt offered a resolution to the 
effect that McLaughlin be again placed on 
trial before the board. 

‘“‘No matter,” he said, ‘‘ what the courts 
have done, I think the board should take 
up this case as soon as possible. The ef- 
fect of this reversal is most vunfortuate 
for the discipline of the police force, as it 
increases the difficulties of keeping up the 
tone of the service. 

‘Every time such a reversal as this is 
ordered the old men of bad character on 
the force are encouraged in their worst in- 
stincts. It is a sort of proof to them that 
to do evil is not so dangerous, after all. I 
am more and more convinced that the Po- 
lice Board should have greater liberty in 
disciplining the officers and men of the 
force, and that the board’s action should 
be free from the review of the courts. We 
should not have to prove a man a felon 
before getting the department rid of him. 
There should be no right to appeal to the 
courts. except in extreme cases. As it is, 
the right of appeal compels us to keep on 
the force, for the protection of life and 
property, men of whose criminal work we 
may know, yet whom we cannot dismiss 
until we can make outea technically perfect 
case against them,”’ 

On the suggestion of Commissioner Park- 
er, the McLaughlin case was referred to 
the Committee on Rules and Discipline. 
Mr. Parker said that it would be advisable 
to get a copy of the Court of Appeals de- 
cision before deciding anything in» the mate 
ter. Mr. Roosevelt said that if it was 
necessary the board would get the Cor- 
poration Counsel to provide Austin G. Fox 
as special counsel to try McLaughlin. 

Lawyer Frank Moss of the Parkharst 
society, who has been retained as special 
counsel to the Police Board, submitted to 
President Roosevelt charges against Capt.. 
William S. Devery of the West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street Station. A 
few months ago Capt. Devery was ace 
quitted by a jury of the charge of extort- 
ing money from Builder Seagrist, who is 
also the accuser of Inspector McLaughlin. 
These new charges accuse Capt. Devery 
of general neglect of duty while Captain, 
of the Eldridge Street Station. They also 
were referred to the Committee on Rules 
and Discipline. . 

A communication was received from the 
United Press Local News Association ask- 
ing permission to place “in each station 
house in the city a telegraph instrument, te 
be used in sending in the election returns 
on election night. In case this persa. 
sion could not be granted, it was aske 
that the association be allowed to place @ 
wire in the Chief Clerk’s office at Head- 
quarters, where the returns from the vari- 
ous precinéts will be received. 

Superintendent Brennan of thie police 
telegraph recommended that the latter re- 
quest be granted, as by that means the 
association would obtain promptly all the 
election news. Permission was given for 
use of the special wire in the Chief Clerk’s 
office. , 

A number of officers were retired by the 
Commissioners. They were: Detective 
Sergt. Patrick Doland, Sergt. Ww illiam A, 
Revell, Patrolmen Patrick Stapleton, David 
W. Alexander, Thomas W. Roe, Leverett 
Barnes, and James McAdams. Roundsman 
Edward Griffinhagen, who was injured dur- 
ing the Columbian Celebration, four years 
ago, by stopping a pair of fire horses in 
Union Square, was retired on a pension of 
$750 a year. 

Patrolman Thomas J. Gumt of the Mor- 
risania Station was dismissed for brutally 
treating Edward Dowling, a grocer, whom 
he arrested last March. Patrolman Thomas 
P. L. McGuire of the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion was dismissed for being absent from 
his post sixteen hours without leave. An 
opinion was received from the Corporation 
Counsel in the case of Patrolman James 5. 
Alien, who was dismissed last June on the 
charge of having made a false statement in 
his application for appointment. Allen 
stated that he had formerly been a clerk in 
Brooklyn and it was afterward learned 
that he had been a member of the Brooklyn 
Police Department, and had been dismissed. 
The Corporation Counsel recommended that 
Allen be reinstated, as he was not an officer 
at the time he made his application, and 
the matter of his having been a policeman 
before did not come under the jurisdiction 
of the Board. The Commissioners con- 
sider this opinion very important, as several 
officers have been dismissed on similar 
charges. 


PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH SYNOD. 








Dr. Knox Says Too Many Young Mer 
for Ministry. 


The annual Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church of New-York State met in the 
Henry Street Presbyterian Church, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday morning. Gen. Ralph Prime, 
who had been elected Moderator, presided. 
Both morning and afternoon sessions were 
occupied chiefly with the reading of com- 
mittee reports. 

When the Committee on Ministerial Edu- 
cation made its report. favoring the appro- 
priation of more money for educating min- 
isters, the Rev. Dr. G. W. Knox of Rye 
precipitated a discussion by objecting to the 
committee’s recommendation. ‘There is 
no need of educating so many young men 
for the ministry,’”’ he said, ‘‘ when the pro- 
fession is already overcrowded.” 

The Rev. Dr. Samuel T. Clark of Portello, 
N. Y., declared that the trouble regarding 
oversupply of ministers resulted from the 
Synod’s readiness to take them from other 
denominations. 4 

A long discussicn on the subject ensued. 
The question was still being debated when 
the time for adjournment came.

Mr. H. P. Frothingham, a Steck Ex- 
change authority on the money market, 
said yesterday of the situation: 

‘] think that this agitation about tight 
money and a dangerous stringency is all 
nonsense. I don’t see any regson for it. 
Probably there is not quite enough money 
offered for loan to admit of much specula- 
tion, and the rate that is now ruling is 
suraewhat higher than that which has been 
-oimmon during the dull times we have had 
for the past few years. That is all that I 
ean see in the present situation that is 
extraordinary. 

“IT do not think the banks are doing very 
much restricting. They are taking care of 
customers, and I do not believe that any 
one who is carrying on ordinary business 
is suffering for lack of money. People here 
in Wau Sireet are scared without reason, 

“There is really not the demand for 
money that there is represented. Men don’t 
know what the banks are going to do pend- 
ing the election, and at the first talk of any 
stringency they try to borrow money at a 
low rate and for a short time. When they 
can’t get it just as they want it, they im- 
mediately see ahead of them a dangerous 
stringency in the market. 

“They get frightened because they are 
not capable of sizing up the situation and 
looRing ahead. You don’t find men of ex- 
perience or houses that are substantial 
getting scared at every little flurry in 
money rates. They look into conditions and 
find out how things are really situated. 
And if people would do that now there 
would be no apprehension or fear. 

“The fact that the New-York banks are 
losing money does not signify much. They 
may be to the West and South a 














little more than a usual on ‘out of out- 
of-town banks desiring to draw down bal- 
ances to strengthen themselves by keep- 
ing reserves at home; but there is always 
an exodus of money to the country at this 
season of the year; and it so happens that 
this is a Presidential election year, and we 
are at a sensitive period in the National 
campaign. 

“We are having money a little tight and 
a little dear just now because of the great 
hoarding movement we are now experienc- 
ing. A lot of people who are easily made 
nervous are locking away all the money 
they can get. That is the great evil in the 
situation, 

“It is the general belief that there will 
be a glut of money here after McKinley is 
elected and that the rate will be down to 
small figures. From that it might be sup- 
posed that people and institutions having 
money now would take advantage of the 
present rates and make time loans. On the 
contrary, time money is very scarce, and 
the reason is that capitalists—men who 
handle and control their own money—are 
loaning on time, They are answerable to 
no one but themselves, and the risk they 
are taking is entirely their own. But the 
banks and the trust companies, who are 
using the money of other people, are a bit 
too timid. They recognize that to make 
loans at these rates is excellent banking. 
But they do mot know what may happen, 
and they do not know when their depositors 
are going to call for thelr money. Conse- 
quently they are keping close and doing 
nothing. 

“I do not look for any extraordinary 
stringency in the rmoney market between 
now and election. I expect to see a gool 
market, with rates at 6 and 7 per cent., and 
money moderately plentiful. 

‘But there will be no time loans except 
those made by individuals. Banks and 
other corporations will not do anything 
material in that way. People are expecting 
a tightening, and they are trying to pre- 
pare for it. 1 think they will be happily 
disappointed, When Wall Street expects 
and prepares for any event that event gen- 
erally does not happen. 

“It is generally expected that we will see 
2 per cent. money and lower after the elec- 
tion. I do not think we will see anything 
of the kind. If McKinley is elected over- 
whelmingly, and we have the activity that 
is expected, we must necesarily have a 
good, vlean money market, with rates prob- 
ably at 5 and 6 per cent. There will be too 
muct activity for lower rates.”

AFTER THE STRAIN IS OVER. 


Mr. Vernon C, Brown of the Stock Ex- 
change house of Watson & Brown said 
yesterday concerning the stock market: 

‘“*I do not expect to see any advance in 
the market previous to the election, for 
several reasons. In the first place, stocks 
have had good advances. They are up 
considerably from the low prices of some 
time ago. Then, money is both tight and 
searce, and there may be a further strin- 
gency. Undoubtedly there are a great 
many stocks held in commission houses on 
small margins for customers. Brokers are 
showing a disposition to ask for either 
larger margins or a closing out of the ac- 
count before the election. And in view of 
the present condition of the money market 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that many 
of these customers will be unable to put up 
more money, and that their stock will be 
sold some time before Nov. 3. 

“Taking all these things into considera- 
tion, I think we should look for a reasona- 
ble reaction. But I certainly belive that 
aman having money should buy stocks be- 
fore the election, for I think he will get 
a good profit from his investment. 

“After the election I look for a rise in 
prices as a result of the general good feel- 
ing, and of the release from the strain of 
the past three months. Then we will 
probably see a reaction as things settle 
down and people accustom themselves to 
the new state of affairs. After that I look 
for a long, steady rise that will mean sub- 
stantial profits on the long side. 

“The outside public—the people who are 
holding off now on account of the political 
uncertainty—will come into the market 
Natural conditions will assert themselves. 
The great improvement that must come in 
general business will have its effect. All 









the money that is hoarded—not only gold, 
but currency—will be poured out into its 
natural channels again. And the general 
better sentiment will prove its worth. 

“T also look for a great foreign buying 
movement after McKinley is elected. In 
Europe they are only waiting to know that 
we are not going on a silver basis, Huro- 
pean capital has had experience with silver 
countries, afid there is no likelihood of it 
risking itself in that way again.” 





SHORTS WILL COVER. 





Mr. L. T. Rosengarten of Rosengarten, 
Stokes & Co., in discussing the market 
yesterday, said: 

“TI think we shall see an advance in 
prices before the election. People who now 
have stocks are holding them. That is 
shown by the recent action of the market. 

‘ere hes been no long stock pressing for 
sale. These people are likely now to hold 
on until after the election. On the other 
hand, there is undoubtedly a good-sized 
Short interest in existence, and I do not be- 
lieve that people will stay short of stocks 
over the election. Very probably we shall 
have a good deal of covering. And if there 
is a covering by shorts, and no stock for 
sale, there is only one way for the mar- 
ket to go. 

“As to the course of prices after we have 
the election, it is almost impossible to pre- 
dict. Much will depend on the extent to 
which quotations advance previous to Nov. 
8. The professional element will probably 
be the sellers. But I think the buying by 
outsiders will be extensive enough to offset 
the traders’ short sales. The outside con- 
tingent are now only waiting to know just 
how they stand. As soon as the atmos- 
phere is cleared of politics and of all of this 
doubt, the general public will come into the 
market as buyers. 

“TI also expect to see a great deal of 
foreign buying of American stocks. Like 
our own capitalists, those of Europe are 
simply waiting for the result of our elec- 
tion and for the settlement of this silver 
agitation. With Mr. McKinley’s election, 
of which, by the way, I am well satisfied, 
foreign capital will be eager to take up our 
securities and send us their money for 
them. ° 

“Again, there will be plenty of money 
with the election over. I do not know about 
the hoarding that is said to be going on— 
in fact, I would not be surprised if it were 
overestimated. But undoubtedly we will 
have a very much easier money market 
when there is no more doubt as to the out- 
come of the election.” 





WAITING ON ELECTION, 


Woerishoffer & Co. write: “ Money is 
quotably lower, but the fair rate on call is 
6 per cent. # Quotation of 4 per cent. is 
just as misleading as one of 9. There is 
nothing doing in time money. Lenders 
don’t care to make time loans, and on the 
other hand people who can avoid it don’t 
try to borrow. 

“All hands are willing to limit transac- 
tions as far as possible until the election 
removes doubt as to the future. The trad- 
ers at the Stock Exchange are bullish and 
keep up such activity as there is; the com- 
mission houses are ‘confident, but proceed 
very conservatively. 

“Private discount rate in London is 
quoted higher, which points to an advance 
by the Bank of England. Should it occur, 
there may be a little reaction in prices here, 
although the general strength of the mar- 
ket to-day, in face of this expected action 
‘by the Bank of England, would encourage 
the feeling that the growing confidence in 
McKinley’s election is exerting an influ- 
ence stronger than the question of interest 
rates. , 

“The sudden drop in wheat to-day, of 


more than 3 cents per bushel, has had very 


little influence on prices of railroad stocks, 
largely because the decline in wheat is 
considered but temporary, partly caused by 
realizing of quick profits and partly by 
manipulation.” 





WALL STREET AND WHEAT, 


It is exceptional for an active Wall Street 
trader not to be dabbling also in the grain 
market, and the recent boom in wheat has 
distributed much joy in the Stock Exchange 
district. Yesterday’s break caught a long 
line of victims—hopeful people, who have 
been ‘“ pyramidding’’ wheat profits, and 
now get wiped out in one sharp smash. 

*,* 

There has been no such wheat market 
as the present since 1891, when the Rus- 
sian crop failure advanced prices about 30 
cents per bushel 4nd resulted in such an 
enormous export movement of American 
grain. The rise five years ago was started 
up by the foreigners and was in their con- 
trol for some months. Yet there was a 
short interest at Chicago in that year which 
hastened the rally along and helped to 
make its extreme prices. The foreigners 
have not only been behind this wheat ad- 
vance this Fall, but it has been more com- 
pletely their affair than five years ago. 

There has been a surprising absence of 
short interest all through the past sixty 
days. The advance for that reason has 
been slower and more regular than if 
Pardridge and Rosenkranz and the old-time 
short-selling contingent had been alive and 
interested and been compelled at critical 
times to take back their lines. 

This absence of short interest has been 
one of the circumstances which has kept 
the ordinary professional hesitating about 
the advance and skeptical about its perma- 
nency. He could remember so many rallies 
on the mere running in of the short seller 
and so few where a short interest had been 
altogether lacking it is not remarkable 
under the circumstances he has not profited 
by the 20-cent rise already made, 

*,* 

There have been a few operators who 
have had the luck to intuitively feel the 
situation, to believe the queer claims of 
crop calamity from Argentine, Australia, 
India, and Russia, and to even believe the 
claims in regard to the shortage at home. 
But it has been largely a matter of luck 
with these few fortunate ones. Claims 
just as vehement have been made so often 
before and then upset by the facts that it 
really looked like wisdom to be skeptical 
this year. It has not proved so. 

The trader who has “ coppered”’ the news 
has been left. The one who has sold on 
the rallies up till yesterday has _ lost 
money. The man who has kept looking for 
a short interest, and who has been bearish 
because it has not existed, had nothing 
but regrets till this sudden smash came 
yesterday afternoon. 

*,* 

The whole science of the pit has this 
Fall been set at naught. Prices have been 
lifted by the sheer force of demand. More 
than half the present gain was made be- 
fore there seemed to be any increase in the 
speculation. 

The farmer or the grain trader who has 
had actual grain has profited by the rise, 
of course, but the wild Western speculator 
who has had most to do with the great

ept as wild forest lands. Except as authorized 
by this section, they shall not be leased, sold, 
or exchanged, to be taken’ by any corporation, 
public or private, nor shall the timber thereon 
be sold, removed, or destroyed. The Legislature 
may authorize the leasing for such term as it may 
by law fix, of a parcel of not more than five acres 
of land in the forest preserve to any one per- 
son for camp and cottage purposes. The Leg- 
islature may also authorize the exchartge of 
lands owned by the State situate outside the 
forest preserve for lands not owned by the 
State situate within the forest preserve. The 
Legislature may also authorize the sale of lands 
belonging to the State, situate outside the for- 
est preserve, but the money so obtained shall not 
be used, except for the purchase of lands sit- 
uate within the forest preserve, and which, when 
so purchased, shall become part of the forest 
preserve.
